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INTRODUCTION. 

The Editor of this work, having himself been permitted to 
realize the advantages of a free education at one of the great 
Foundation Schools of England, has thought that the same 
information which was at one time sought by those upon 
whom he was dependent for his means of education may be 
useful to those who are now seeking the means of education 
for others. It is known, but not so generally known as it 
might be, that, with scarce an exception even, the best of 
our English Schools, whether Foundation Schools, so-called, 
such as Eton and Winchester ; Proprietary Colleges, such as 
Eossall School and Cheltenham College ; or Schools in con- 
nexion with the professions and services, such as Marlborough 
School, Wellington College, and the Eoyal Naval School at 
New Cross, offer special inducements of help in the education 
of boys to those who are in need of it, and care to avail 
themselves of the means within their reach of securing such 
help. Eton, for instance, has its college Foundation of 
seventy boys, election to which by public competition takes 
place annually, and the successful attainment to which means 
gratuitous board and education for a boy, with all the prestige 
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attaching to a scholastic career at Eton College. Winchester 
has its time-honoured Foundation of seventy scholars, with 
annual vacancies usually reaching to ten in each year ; also 
open to public competition, and success in which likewise 
means gratuitous board and education for a boy, and in this 
venerable and famous seminary of learning. Marlborough, 
Cheltenham, and Wellington Colleges have their systems of 
School Scholarships, affording aid to deserving boys, while 
the Koyal Naval School at New Cross offers special induce- 
ments in the way of board and education to the sons of naval 
and marine officers in necessitous circumstances. 

As this book has been mainly designed for the use of those 
to whom the school expenses of boys have become a matter of 
yearly consideration and importance, it has been the Editor's 
first care to bring under the notice of his readers what he 
hopes is a clear and succinct account of the Foundation 
benefits open to youths at our principal English Schools, the 
means of reaching such benefits, the estimated cost of a boy's 
education on the Foundation, and the means which may be 
open to him at the close of his school career of obtaining 
preferment at the Universities. It has been the Editor's 
wish in this connexion to point the way by which a clever 
boy may, if he is painstaking, conscientious, and apt in 
learning, indirectly become a present help to his parents, 
and at the same time gain such assistance for himself as may 
be of enormous advantage in time to come. As an illustra- 
tion of the Editor's meaning he may be permitted perhaps to 
refer to a case within his own knowledge of a gentleman 
who, taking a Scholarship at school, gained by his exertions 
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there a Scholarship at Oxford, and afterwards a Fellowship at 
the same University, thereby obtaining security for his in- 
creasing prosperity, and a guarantee of advancement to com- 
parative wealth. It was wholly without the power of the 
parents of this gentleman to have provided a university 
education for their son, and it was his own sole exertions as 
j a boy which enabled him to secure this great advantage and 

so pass at once as a young man to independence. 

The Foundation of Christ's Hospital is one of the grandest 
and most noble charities in England. A boy obtaining a 
presentation to this school it has been calculated receives a 
present gift of from three to four hundred pounds. But this 
sum does not by any means represent the value of what may be 
his if he is studious, and sufficiently careful not to overlook the 
opportunities which it may truly be said are thrust in his way 
of reaching the senior classes in the classical school. Once ad- 
mitted to these he may be said to hold his fortune in his hand. 
As a " Grecian " of right prescriptive he passes to Cambridge 
or Oxford, and once at the University what position is there 
not open now-a-days for a young man of talent and attain- 
ments to compete for ] But how, it is asked, does a boy gain 
admission to Christ's Hospital, and what is required of him 
to reap the advantages spoken of? It is the very purpose of 
this little book to give this information, and in such a form 
that it may be easiest understood, and appreciated by those 
who best understand, and appreciate the benefits to be 
derived from such noble Foundation Schools as Christ's 
HospitaL 

But while the main purpose of this book is to direct tK<^ 
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attention of parents, guardians, and others interested in the 
education of boys specially to "what may be called the elements 
of free education existing in our public, and other principal 
schools, it has not been lost sight of that there are many to 
whom help in education is not needful, and even if it were, 
who may have boys under their control not likely to secure 
such assistance by self-exertion. All parents, however, are 
concerned in knowing, when making selection of a school 
for their sons, what is the prestige attaching to a particular 
school, in which they may feel an interest ; what are the 
expenses attending a boy*s education at it ; whom are the 
masters responsible for directing that education ; what is the 
schooFs system and internal economy, and mode of boarding 
its scholars ; and what is the special line in which it has 
proved itself most successful in fitting boys for entering life ] 
The Editor believes that all requisite information on such 
points is to be found in the following pages. 

It is unnecessary to dwell here upon the importance in 
these days of education. It is a first essential of success in 
life, and upon the thoroughness with which it has been im- 
parted to the youth very greatly depends the advancement of 
the man in almost every profession or occupation he may 
choose to enter. It only needs to consider the exactions of 
the State alone in this matter of education to estimate the 
importance and influence it must have upon the career of a 
young man, wholly apart from any selfish considerations of 
happiness, and satisfaction, the natural outcomes of a generous 
devotion to study. Even in the line of Education itself the 
State insists that the material welfare of the teachers in the 
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schools tinder its control shall be dependent upon the degree 
and quality of the learning they evince. The system of 
classified certificates to school teachers is but a system of 
payment according to educational results ; and a candidate at 
one of the examinations under control of the Committee of 
Council on Education now knows, that according as he or she 
shows a more or less perfect knowledge of the subjects 
chosen for examination, so will his or her rate of remunera- 
tion be. In every department of the Civil Service, from the 
highest to the lowest, first appointments are now made solely 
upon the results of competition in branches of knowledge 
which cover a very wide field indeed. In the Navy educa- 
tion alone, at the present time, points the way to advance- 
ment. Apart from preliminary examinations for first appoint- 
ments to the service, the institution of the Eoyal Naval 
College at Greenwich, in which officers of almost every grade 
of the Naval Service of Her M^gesty are to be found entered 
as students, shows the high importance and value attached to 
educational qualifications by the Lords of the Admiralty. 
It is mere repetition of what every one knows to say that a 
high educational standard is required for advancement in 
the Army. For many years past the scientific corps of the 
Queen's service has been the goal of the best of the youths 
of our great English Schools ; and if the examinations for 
Direct Commissions have not greatly changed within recent 
times, yet the Staff College at Sandhurst suggests an induce- 
ment of the highest kind to energy and painstaking attention 
to study among young officers of the Line. The Indian Civil 
Service has long been the service of all others to which 
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education alone could command an entrance and in which it 
holds a paramount place as an essential of preferment. The 
most valuable positions in this service have oftentimes been 
gained solely as the result of steady and persistent application 
to study at school. It is but reiteration of a fact to declare 
that upon a boy's education will depend much that he will 
hold most dear in after-life, his own happiness, his moral, and 
material welfeire, his opportunities to advancement, his ability 
to hold his own in the competition of life, his means of 
benefiting his fellows and promoting the increase of know- 
ledge which after all is one of the main ends of man's 

existence. 

Under such circumstances, and recognizing the primary 
importance of a careful selection of a school in which the boy 
may best hope to succeed to make the best man, the Editor 
trusts that this little book may not altogether fail of its pur- 
pose in being presented to the public.

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Historical Summary. — Eton College was fotmded under 
Charter of King Henry YI., dated the 11th October, 1440, and 
designated the King's College of our Lady of Eton beside 
Windsor. Henry's original intention was to make Eton School, 
which is incorporated with the College, a nursery for poor 
Students desirous of entering the University ; and, in pursuance 
of this purpose, he founded King's College at Cambridge, which 
was aflUiated to the younger foundation. The College of Eton 
originally consisted of a Provost, 10 Fellows, 4 Clerks, 6 
Choristers, a Schoolmaster, 25 poor and indigent Scholars, and 
the same number of poor and infirm men. Subsequently this 
constitution was altered, and now under the Statutes recently 
framed by the new Governing Body, the College foundation of 
Eton is to comprise a Provost, a Head Master, a Lower Master, 
at least 70 Scholars, and not more than 2 Chaplains or Conducts. 
The existing Fellowships will cease to exist as vacancies are 
created. So the Foundation of King Henry YI. at Eton is 
constituted at this day. Distinct from this Foundation, but 
admitted to the same benefits of education as are accorded " the 
Collegers " or boys on the Foundation, is the main body of th© 
Scholars known as "the Oppidans." Those were originallj 
admitted as Scholars of independent means who paid for their 
education, with the idea of the money derived from this source 
being expended in the better maintenance of the Royal Foun- 
dation. The earliest application of the term " Oppidan " to 
Scholars not on the Foundation of Eton College has been traced 
back to the middle of the sixteenth century. Although in times 
past it has been a strong inducement with those seeking the 
benefits of the Foundation at Eton College, that the Scholar- 
ships at King's College, Cambridge, belonging to Eton by gift 
of Henry YI., were open only to the boys on his Foundation, 
it is remarkable that many now become " Collegers " in order 
to get a good and cheap education without any idea of going to 

1.^ ^ 
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"King's." Indeed some Qf the cleverest of the "Collegers'* 
prefer to compete for Scholarships elsewhere ; so that the 
former partial affiliation of King's College, Cambridge, to Eton 
College is not now to be reckoned a chief inducement to obtain- 
ing election to Eton, nor is it to be considered in the light of the 
principal benefits derivable from it.

The School Instrnction. — The following subjects are taught 
to all boys in their progress through Eton School, viz. Religion, 
Classics, Writing, Arithmetic, Mathematics, History, Geography, 
and English. 

French is taught to aU boys in the School, it being provided 
that after they shall have attained to the middle division of the 
" Fifth Form," German or Italian may, at the option of their 
parents, be substituted for French as an obligatory part of the 
School teaching. Natural Science is an obligatory part of the 
School teaching for all boys, from the time of their entering the 
"Remove" until they reach the middle division. It is also 
taught to every boy in the School whose parents desire it. 

After a boy has come within the first hundred, it is in the 
power of the Head Master, at the request or with the concur- 
rence of the boy's parents to give facilities for his pursuing such 
particular branch or branches of study as may be deemed most 
to his advantage. 

The School System. — ^The Scholars at Eton are of two 
classes — ^the "Collegers," or boys on the Foundation; the 
"Oppidans," or boys not on the Foundation. The Foundation 
Scholars are lodged in the College ; the " Oppidans " board with 
the Masters. 

Foundation Scholars. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Pablic— By the new 

Statutes framed for the governance of Eton it is enacted, that 
there shall be at least 70 Scholars on the Foundation of the 
CoUege. 

Average Number of Yearly Vacancies.— At present about 
eleven. 

Qualifications for Election. — ^No boy can be a candidate 
for a Scholarship on the Foundation who, on the day of Elec- 
tion, which is the last Monday in July of every year, has not 
reached his 12th or has passed his 15th birthday. The Foun- 
dation Scholarships are given to all British subjects. Every

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candidate sliall produce evidence satisfactory to the Electors, 
who are the Governing Body, of the date of his birth, and a 
certificate of good character from the person or persons who 
have had charge of his education for the previous twelve months ; 
and he shall also furnish a Declaration, made by his parents, 
after the following form : —

Mode of Election. — By competitive examination. The 
examination of candidates takes place at the College, and 
generally extends over three days. The subjects of examination 
are: — Latin Composition, in Prose and Yerse ; Translations from 
Greek and Latin Authors; Papers in Mathematics, including 
ordinary Arithmetic, Algebra, and Euclid ; General Papers, not 
limited, as hitherto, to Latin and Greek Grammar and Parsing. 
The examination will vary according to the age of the candi- 
dates. All candidates are permitted to use Dictionary, Gradus, 
Greek Lexicon, and Grammars on the Composition and Trans- 
lation Papers. 

Tenure and PrivilegeSi &c. — A Scholarship on the Founda- 
tion is tenable until the Election next after the Scholar's 19th 
birthday. The Foundation Scholars are educated and main- 
tained during each school term out of the funds of the College. 
The power of expelling any Scholar on the Foundation rests 
with the Head Master, subject to any regulations which may 
from time to time be made by the Governing Body. With the 
Head Master rests the power also, for any grave misconduct 
which may not in his judgment require expulsion, of depriving 
a Scholar for any time not exceeding one school term of the 
whole, or part of the advantages of his Scholarship. Any 
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Scholar so deprived has, however, the right of Appeal to the 
Groveming Body. 

University Preferment belonging to the Foundation.— 

Three or four Scholarships at King's College, Cambridge an- 
nuallj ; but the Foundationers have only the right of competing 
for the Exhibitions equally with the whole School. 

Expenses of a Foundationer.— These are purely personal 

(with the present exception of a fee of 10/. 10*. to the Tutor, a 
charge hereafter to be borne by the College), and can alone be 
regulated by the requirements of the boy himself. 

The Oppidans. 

Qaalifications for Admission. — No boy can be admitted as 
an Oppidan to the School who has not completed his 10th or has 
completed his 14th year. 

Mode of Admission, &C. — By Examination, on the results 
of wl^ch will rest the position which the boy may subsequently 
take in the School. Every boy is required to pass a satisfactory 
examination in each of the following subjects : — 

Translation into English of an easy Latin Author. 

Latin Grammar and Parsing. 

French Grammar, Parsing, and Translation of easy passages. 

Elementary Arithmetic. 

The Outlines of English History and of Geography. 
The Head Master has power to aid papers on the following 
subjects : — 

Latin Composition in prose and verse. 

Greek Grammar and Translation. 

Elementary Algebra. 

The higher rules of Arithmetic and the elements of Geometry. 
This part of the examination is regulated by the Head Master 
so as to suit the respective ages of the Candidates. 

No Oppidan is permitted to remain in the School who has not 
been admitted to the fourth form before the completion of his 
14th year, or to the fifth form within six months after the com- 
pletion of his 16th year, except for special reasons to be sanc- 
tioned by the Head Master ; and no Oppidan, except for special 
reasons, will be allowed to remain in the School after the school 
term in which he shall have completed his 19th year. 
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Board and Lodging. — The Oppidans are boarded and lodged 
in the Masters' bonses, unless tbej are actnallj residing witb 
tbeir parents or guardians ; or bave obtained special permission 
from tbe Governing Body npon tbe written application of tbe 
Head Master. Each boy bas a separate room, bnt, on applica^ 
tion of a parent or guardian, two brothers may share the same 
room. The charge for maintenance covers the cost of board and 
lodging.

School Expenses of an Oppidan. — ^With the personal ex- 
penses of an Eton Oppidan this book has obviously nothing 
whatever to do, further than to make mention of the fact, that 
these must rest wholly upon the wants of the boy himself, and 
upon the endurance and wealth of his parents. The charge for 
maintenance in the majority of the Boarding-houses is 105/. per 
annum ; in some half-dozen it is 91/. per annum. A charge of 
2Z. per school term is made at all Boarding-houses for the use of 
furniture. The charge for Private Classical Tuition is 21/. per 
annum. Every boy also pays an Entrance Fee of 10/. 10*. on his 
admission to the School, and annually a sum of 24/. per annum 
into the School Fund. The bare annual school expenses, there- 
fore, of an Oppidan may be estimated at about 140/. per annum, 
exclusive of all purely personal expenses whatever, in which are 
to be included such charges as are usually made at school for 
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books, stationery, &c., and necessary school subscriptions to 
Cricket and Bathing Funds, School Library, and so forth. It may 
be noted that a payment of 3/. 10*. per school term is exacted 
from all boys taught German or Italian, at the parents' desire, 
before such boys have reached the middle division of the fifth 
form. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions.-— (1.) Tenable at the School.— 
It has been resolved by the Governing Body that, so soon as the 
funds of the College will allow. Exhibitions of the value of 50^. 
per annum, tenable at the School during good behaviour, and 
open by voluntary competition to all boys between their 14th 
and 16th birthdays shall be established. Any such Exhibition 
is to be vacated on the Exhibitioner either being elected to the 
Foundation or reaching his 19th birthday, or quitting the School. 
(2.) Tenable after leaving the School. — The Newcastle Scholar- 
ship of 60/. for three years, tenable at either University. Three 
" Reynold's '* Exhibitions of 48/. for four years at Exeter College, 
Oxford. Two " Chamberlayne*' Exhibitions of 50/. for four 
years. The Berriman Exhibition, and three or four other Exhi- 
bitions of more or less value, exclusive of two Fostmasterships 
at Merton College, Oxford, tenable for four years. 

Annually, in July, a compulsory examination for the first 100 
boys in the school is held, in the work of the two preceding school 
times and in other work. The Scholarships or Exhibitions which 
may have been declared vacant during the year are then adjudged 
according to order of merit in such examination. 

Holidays. — The Holidays at Eton are at Christmas, Easter, 
and after Election. By the school regulations they are not to 
exceed fifteen weeks and one day in all for lower boys, and fifteen 
weeks and four days in all for the fifth and sixth forms. 
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Historical Summary. — ^To William of Wykeham is due the 
idea of a College at the University, supplied with Scholars from 
a great Grammar School, the origin, it may be said, of the 
system of University Scholarships in connexion with our 
Schools. "When, on his nomination to a bishopric, "Wykeham 
was reproached with his own deficiency in scholarship, he is 
reported to have said, " I am unworthy ; but wherein I am 
wanting myself, that will I supply by a brood of more Scholars 
than all the Prelates of England ever showed." As he attained 
to wealth, in pursuance of his design, he purchased ground at 
Oxford for the site of a College there, and supported a Grammar 
School at Winchester preparatory to the erection of Winchester 
College, the intended nursery for the College at Oxford. In 
1379 he founded New College, and the year after he obtained 
the requisite sanction from the Crown to found Winchester 
College. The first stone of the buildings was laid in 1387, and 
the College at Winchester, as constituted by William of 
Wykeham, consisted of a Warden, a Head Master, a Second 
Master, 10 Fellows, 70 Scholars, 3 Chaplains, 3 Clerks, 16 
Choristers, and was designated the Saint Marie College of 
Winchester. Various alterations have been made from time to 
time in this constitution, and now, under the recent Statutes, 
framed under the Public Schools' Act, the Foundation of 
Winchester College stands as follows : — A Warden, Sub- Warden, 
6 Fellows, 3 Chaplains, and not less than 70 Scholars. As 
was the case with Eton, Scholars of independent means, as 
they were termed, came to be admitted to the educational 
benefits of William of Wykeham*s School, probably for the like 
motives which induced the Eton authorities to admit " Oppidans " 
to the school classes of their institution. These non-foundationers 
at Winchester are called " Commoners " in contradistinction of 
the " Scholars " who are the Foundationers of Winchester 
College. The affiliation of New College to Winchester has now 
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little bearing on the position and prospects of the Foundationers 
exclusively, further than that they, in common with the whole 
school, are admitted to compete for the six New College Scholar- 
ships offered annually to the boys of Winchester College.

The School Instrnction. — The subjects of school teacliing 
at Winchester are : — Divinity, Latin, Greek, French, German, 
English History, Geography, Mathematics, Natural Science, 
Drawing, and Music. Any boy at the desire of his parent, or 
guardian, expressed in writing to the Head Master, may be 
exempted from attending any lesson or series of lessons on a 
religious subject ; and such boy is not, by reason of such exemp- 
tion, to be deprived of any advantage or emolument to which he 
would be otherwise entitled. Every boy is taught Natural 
Science continuously from his entrance into the second division 
of " Middle Part Y." until he becomes one of the senior boys in 
the school, unless his parent or guardian expresses a desire for 
his exemption from this regulation. 
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The School System. — As has been already stated, the Students 
at Winchester College are of two classes, viz. the Scholars or 
boys elected to the Foundation ; the " Commoners " or boys not 
on the Foundation. The former are lodged and boarded in the 
College ; the latter are lodged and boarded in the Boarding- 
houses. 

Foundation Scholars, 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public. — By the new 

Statutes made by the Groveming Body of Winchester it is 
enacted, that there shall be not less than 70 Scholars on the 
Foundation. 

Average Number of Yearly Vacancies.-— Usually eleven, 
and the average number of competing candidates is about one 
hundred. 

Qualifications for Election. — Any boy, whether already in 
the School as a Commoner or not, may be a candidate for a 
Scholarship, who one month before the day of Election shall have 
attained 12, and not exceeded 14 years of age. Every candidate 
must give notice of his desire to compete on or before the last 
day of June, in each year, by letter addressed to J. D. Walpord, 
Esq., M.A., Winchester. His application must be accompanied 
by the following papers : — 

1. Certificate of the date of birth. 

2. Certificate of character and conduct, specifying the kngth 
of time to which it apphes, from the schoolmaster or tutor 
under whom the candidate has been last placed. In the case of 
a boy who has been brought up entirely at home, the parent's 
certificate of character is admitted. 

3. A Statement signed by one of the parents of the candi- 
date, or if both parents be dead, by the person best qualified to 
give the necessary evidence. Forms of the statement will be 
supplied on application to Mr. Walford. 

Mode of Election. — By competitive examination held at the 
College annually in the month of July and extending over three 
days. The subjects of examination are : — Elementary EeHgious 
Bjiowledge ; English Dictation ; Arithmetic, Algebra, and Geo- 
metry ; Latin Composition, Prose and Yerse ; Construing and 
Parsing in Greek and Latin ; French Grammar, Parsing and 
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Translation of Easy Passages ; the Outlines of Geography and 
of English History. 

Tenure and Privileges, &c.-— Subject to good behaviour, 

and subject to such regulations as the Governing Body may from 
time to time make with respect to the attainment by every boy 
of a position in the School commensurate with his age, a 
Scholarship is tenable until the end of the school term in 
which the Scholar attains the age of 18 years ; but the 
Governing Body may make such regulations as they may from 
time to time think fit for permitting a Scholar to retain his 
Scholarship until the end of the school term in which he shall 
attain the age of 19. 

In the case of the grave misconduct of any Scholar or Exhi- 
bitioner, the Head Master has power to suspend his Scholar- 
ship or Exhibition, or to expel such offender, but must at once 
report to the Governing Body any such case of suspension or 
expulsion, and the reason thereof; and every such case is 
subject to an appeal to the Governing Body. 

University Preferment belonging to the Foundation.— 

Six Scholarships at New College, OSord, annually; but the 
Scholars have only the right of competing for these Scholarships 
equally with the whole school. 

Expenses of a Scholar. — Every Scholar pays the annual 
sum of 21/. in advance, in three equal parts, at the beginning 
of each school term. Subject to such payment the Scholars are 
maintained during their residence at school out of the income 
of the College. Each Scholarship, it may be added, is of the 
annual value of 60/. Beyond the annual payment of 21/. the 
expenses of a Scholar at Winchester are purely personal. 

The Commoners. 

Qnalification for Admission. — l^o boy can be admitted to 
the School as a Commoner before he is 12 years of age, or after 
he is 16, except for special reasons to be approved by the Head 
Master. 

Mode of Admission, &C. — By examination, on the results of 
which the boy's place in the School will be determined. Appli- 
cation for a boy's admission as a Commoner must be made to 
the Master in whose House it is wished that the boy shall be 
placed. The subjects of Examination are such as the Head

Master, with the approval of the Governing Body, may deter- 
mine ; bnt the following are always to be included : — 

1. Elementary Religions Kiiowledge. 

2. Translation into English of an easy Latin Anthor. 

3. Latin Grammar and Parsing. 

4. French Grammar, Parsing, and Translation of easy 

passages. 
6. Elementary Arithmetic. 

6. The Outlines of English History and of Geography. 

In addition to these prescribed subjects, the Examination will 
include : — 

7. Translation into Latin of easy English passages. 

8. Greek Grammar, Parsing, and Translation of easy pas- 

sages. 

No boy can be admitted unless the account obtained of his 
previous conduct be approved, and unless he appear to be suffi- 
ciently advanced to take part in the lessons of the lowest class 
in the School. 

The Head Master has power to refuse the admission of any 
applicant if he judge it expedient. 

No boy may remain in the School after the end of the term 
in which he shall attain the age of 16 years, unless he has been 
previously admitted to " Middle Part Y. ;'* no boy may remain 
in the School after the end of the term in which he has attained 
the age of 17 years, unless he has been previously admitted to 
" Senior Part V. ; " and no Boy may remain in the School 
after the end of the Term in which he has attained the age of 18 
years. Under exceptional circumstances the Head Master may 
relax these Eules, but in no case may a boy remain in the 
School beyond the end of the term in which he shall attain the 
age of 19 years. 

Board and Lodging. — The " Commoners" are boarded and 
lodged in the Boarding-houses.

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School Expenses of a Commoner.— As has been previously 

intimated, no cognizance can, of coarse, be taken of a boy's 
personal expenses at any school mentioned in this book. The 
following payments are to be made by every Commoner to his 
House Master : — 

1. Upon admission to the School, an Entrance Fee of 12/. 

2. For School Fees, an annual sum of 26/. 10«. 

3. For Board and Private instruction by the House Master, an 
annual sum of 78/. 10*. 

4. For Medical Attendance, an annual sum of 11, 2*. 
Lessons on any subject which does not form part of the 

teaching of the class in which a boy may for the time being be 
placed, may be charged under such arrangement as may be made 
by the House Master with the approval of the Head Master. 
The annual payment is to be made in three terminal parts, so 
that seven-twentieth parts thereof be made for each of the Sum- 
mer and Michaelmas terms, and six-twentieth parts for the 
Easter term ; and the payments due for the past term must be 
paid before the beginning of the following term. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1.) Tenable at the School, — 

Eight Exhibitions, each of the value of 50/. per annum, tenable 
during the whole of the Exhibitioner's stay in the School, unless 
vacated by his subsequent Election to a Scholarship, or by for- 
feiture on account of idleness or other misconduct. Exhibitions, 
each of the value of 21/. per annum, open to all boys in the 
School between 15 and 16 years of age, and tenable during good 
behaviour, with a Scholarship or with any other Exhibition. 
(2 .) Tenable after leaving the School. — Six Scholarships at New 
College, Oxford. The "Goddard" Scholarship and the " Bed- 
minster" Exhibition, with which has been incorporated the 
" Chernocke " and the " Superannuates." These Exhibitions are 
awarded upon the results of the annual School examination. 

Holidays. — The Holidays at Winchester College are not more 
than three weeks in the spring ; not more than seven weeks in 
the summer ; and not more than five weeks at Christmas. 
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LITTLE DEAN'S YAED, WESTMINSTER. 

Historical Summary. — St. Peter's College at Westminster, 
which ranks among the first of the Foundation Schools of Eng- 
land for the eminence of the Scholars it has produced, was founded 
by Queen Elizabeth in 1560, for the free education of Forty 
Scholars in Latin, Greek, and Hebrew. When the Monasteries 
were dissolved by Henry the Eighth the King declared his 
determination to restore some of them in a new character, and 
on a different foundation. With this view he gave Episcopal 
distinction to Westminster Abbey, and in the month of December, 
1540, erected it by Letters Patent into a Cathedral, with an 
establishment consisting of a Bishop, Dean, and Twelve Pre- 
bendaries, whose revenues in the year 1542 were charged* with 
the stipends of twenty Students in the Universities. Some change 
was effected in this establishment by Edward the Sixth, who 
suppressed the bishopric ; but it seems clear that the Grammar 
School originally attached to the Abbey, whence proceeded the 
"twenty Students" to the Universities, was retained in some 
fashion until it was revived with considerable prestige by Queen 
Elizabeth. The Queen did little more, however, than continue 
the scheme of her father in regard to St. Peter's College, evincing 
great interest in its welfare, and showing many acts of royal 
favour to its Scholars. The Dean and Chapter of Westminster, 
from the date of the School's foundation, has always had a con- 
siderable share in its government ; but this has been materially 
altered by the appointment of the new Governing Body. It 
may be mentioned that the Latin Play at Christmas is retained 
as part of the School instruction as originally designed in its 
introduction some three centuries ago; and that the quaint 
system, known as "the Challenge,*' is still preserved in the 
annual election of boys to the School's Foundation, subject 
however to large modifications. It is unnecessary to allude 
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to tills relic of the old disputations further than to say that it is 
applicable only to boys actually in the School, those alone being 
ordinarily by the Statutes eligible for Election to the Foundation.

The School Instruction. — The following subjects are taught 
to all boys in their progress through the School, viz. Religious 
Knowledge, Classics, Arithmetic, Mathematics, Natural Science, 
History, Geography, English, either French or German, and 
either Drawing or Music. 

The Religious Instruction given in the School is in accordance 
" with the doctrines and formularies of the Church of England.'' 

The representation of a Latin Play, by the Queen's Scholars, 
at Chiistmas, is continued as heretofore. 

The School System. — The boys attending Westminster School 
are the Queen's Scholars, or boys on the Foundation; Boarders, 
Half Boarders, and Home Boarders. The Queen's Scholars are 
lodged and boarded in College ; the Boarders live in certain of 
the Masters' houses ; the Home Boarders must reside with their 
parents, guardians, or next friend ; Half Boarders board par- 
tially at the School. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— By the Statutes 

governing Westminster School it is enacted as follows : — " The 
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Yard), to wliicli Home Boarders may resort in the intervals of 
school, and where their books, coats, <&c., may be kept. 

School Expenses of Boarders and Home Boarders.— 

These, in the case of Boarders, are as follows, viz. School 
Charges, 30 guineas per annum ; Entrance Fee, 5 guineas. 

Boarding House Charges.— Board, &c., 65 guineas per 
annum ; Entrance Fee, 5 guineas. 

Home Boarders. — School Charges, 30 guineas per annum ; 
Half -Board in the School Hall (Dinner only), 1 6^. yearly ; Half- 
Board in the Boarding-houses (Dinner only), 25^. 4*. yearly. 

The charge for the use of the House, No. 1, Great Dean's 
Yard, is 1/. 16*. yearly. 

The School Charges include Arithmetic, Mathematics, French 
or German, Drawing, and Singing. Gymnastics and Fencing 
are taught if required, but are charged for extra. 

Hours of Attendance for Home Boarders.— The School 

hours are ordinarily from 8 to 9 a.m. and from 10 to 12.30 p.m., 
and from 3.30 to 5.30 p.m. (from 3 to 5 p.m. in summer). Home 
and Half Boarders who come from a distance are allowed to 
attend from 9 a.m. to 12.30 in the morning, instead of coming 
at 8. a.m. Wednesdays and Saturdays are Half-Holidays. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions.— (1) Tenable at the School. 

— Six Exhibitions, tenable at the School, are offered annually 
for competition to candidates (whether previously in the School 
or not) of ages between 12 and 14. Two are of the value of 30^. 
and four of 20/., raised to 50/. or 30/. respectively in the case of 
Boarders. These Exhibitions are all tenable for two years, or 
until the holder is elected upon the Foundation. A power is 
reserved of re-electing deserving candidates. The examination 
is held in Easter week. No entrance-fee is charged for Exhi- 
bitioners. 

(2) Tenable after leaving the School, — The Anntial Bene- 
factions open to competition, for all boys proceeding to Uni- 
versities, who shall have been at least three years previously in 
the School, at present are, — 

1. Three Junior Studentships at Christ Church, Oxford, 
tenable for 7 years; total annual value above 100/. each. 
These Studentships are augmented in all cases of merit by gifts 
from the Carey Benefaction, the income of which amounts to

600^. a year, and is divisible among the Westminster Students 
of Clirist Cliurch. 

2. Three Exhibitions at Trinity College, Cambridge, of 40/. a 
year, tenable for 3 years, or until the time for taking the B.A 
degree. The Senior Exhibitioner receives also a Samwaies 
E^diibition of about 24/., tenable for 2 years at Trinity. The 
second Exhibitioner, a similar Exhibition, tenable for 1 year. 

3. Two or more Exhibitions from the Bequest of Dr. Triplett, 
tenable for 3 years at any College of Oxford or Cambridge, 
conditionally on certificates of residence and good conduct from 
the authorities of the College. Annual value 50/. each. These 
are not open to Students of Christ Church. 

Any of these Studentships or Exhibitions may be withheld in 
default of deserving candidates. 

Holidays. — ^The School Holidays are three weeks at Whitsun- 
tide, seven weeks in August and September, and nearly five 
weeks at Christmas. 
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SHREWSBURY SCHOOL. 

Historical Somilisury. — Shrewsbury School is one among 
the multitude of Schools which were founded in the 16th 
century, either by grants of church lands from the Crown, or by 
private persons with endowments sufficient to afford the best 
^ucation then known. Such Schools were primarily, though not 
solely designed for the assistance of meritorious poverty, and 
the Scholars attending them were mostly the sons of persons of 
the neighbourhood. In 1551 the total want of some public 
institution for the education of the youth of Shrewsbury 
appears to have been represented to Edward VI. by certain 
burgesses of the town. A suggestion was made and adopted 
by the king that the revenues belonging to the dissolved 
Collegiate Churches of St. Mary and St. Chad should be appro- 
priated to the maintenance of such a School. Edward there- 
upon by Letters Patent founded " the Free Grammar School 
of "K'JTig Edward VI.,*' at Shrewsbury, appointing two Masters 
for the education and instruction of the boys, and nominating 
the Bishop of Lichfield, with the bailiff and burgesses of the 
town, Gt)vemors. Queen Elizabeth seems to have augmented 
her brother's endowment at the solicitation of the " excellent, 
and worthy " Thomas Ashton, first Head Master of the School; 
and since that time Shrewsbury Grammar School has never 
ceased to flourish. At one time the School was open without 
limitation to the sons of burgesses of Shrewsbury free of all 
expenses.

The School Instruction. — The following subjects are taught 
to all boys in their progress through the School, viz. Eeligious 
Knowledge, Classics, Arithmetic, Mathematics, Natural Science, 
History, Geography, English, either French or German, and 
either Drawing or Music. Every boy is taught Natural Science 
continuously from his entrance into the " Shell '* form until he 
becomes one of the senior boys of the School, unless his parent 
or guardian expresses in writing a desire for his exemption from 
this regulation. If the parent or guardian of any boy shall have 
stated in writing to the Head Master that he has an objection 
on religious grounds to any lesson or instruction in a religious 
subject, such boy shall be exempted from that lesson or instruc- 
tion, and shall not by reason of his exemption be deprived of 
any advantage or emolument to which he would otherwise be 
entitled ; provided that in the case of such a boy a lesson or 
instruction on a secular subject may be substituted, at the 
discretion of the Head Master. 

The School System. — The boys attending Shrewsbury 
School consist of Boarders and Day Scholars. The former 
board with the Head Master, and Senior Classical Master; 
the latter live with their parents, guardians, or friends in the 
town. There are also certain Free Boys, who are the sons 
of burgesses of Shrewsbury, attending the School, pursuant 
to certain rights reserved at the passing of the Public Schools 
Act, 1868. 

Foundation Scholars. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— There are at 

present no benefits belonging exclusively to what may be termed 
the Foundation of Shrewsbury School other than those reserved 
to the sons of bxirgesses of Shrewsbury. And apparently for 
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the present there are no Scholarsliips at the School thrown open 
to public competition. When, however, the number of Free 
Boys on the foundation is less than 24, and there are no properly 
qualified boys to fill such vacancies, the Governing Body may 
elect Foundationers. 

Thirty days before every election the Groverning Body are to 
cause notice thereof to be given in such manner as they may 
deem best adapted to insure publicity. 

The Examiners will be appointed by the Governing Body, and 
the examination will be in such subjects as shall be determined 
by regulation. 

Any boy may be a candidate for election on the Foundation 
who has not passed his 16th birthday on the day of election, 
whether he may have already attended the School or not, and 
any boy on the Foundation may attend the School either as a 
day boy or as a boarder. 

All boys on the Foundation are to have the instruction of the 
School free of charge. 

If a boy on the Foundation attain the age of 19 between 
1 st January and the end of the summer term, he shall leave the 
School at the end of the summer term ; if he attain that age 
between the end of the summer term and the Slst December, 
he shall leave the School at the end of the winter term, 
unless he obtain the express permission of the Head Master 
to remain at the School until the end of the following summer 
term. 

Boys on the Foundation shall leave the School at an earlier 
age than 19, who have not in the judgment of the Governing 
Body attained a place in the School which shall be proportionate 
to their age. 

Boarders and Day Boys. 

Qualifications for Admission.— No boy is admitted under 
the age of 10 years, nor unless he produce, if required, satis- 
factory proof of diligence and good moral character from his 
previous Master or Tutor. 

Mode of Admission, &C.— By examination, under direction 
of the Head Master, in Latin, Arithmetic, English, and other 
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subjects taught in tlie School, according to his age and pro- 
ficiency, and the boy's place in the School will be determined by 
the examination. 

The Head Master has power to refuse the admission of 
any applicant, if he judge it expedient, nor can any boy be 
admitted unless he is sufficiently advanced in proportion to 
his age to profit by the teaching of the School. No boy 
may remain in the School after he has attained the age of 
20 years. 

No boy may remain in the School after the end of the term in 
which he shall attain the age of 16 years, unless he has been 
previously admitted to the fourth form ; no boy may remain in 
the School after the end of the term in which he shall attain 
the age of 17 years, unless he has been previously admitted 
to the Shell form ; and no boy may remain in the School after 
the end of the term in which he shall attain the age of 18 years, 
unless he has been previously admitted to the fifth form. 
tJnder exceptional circumstances the Head Master may relax 
this regulation, but in no case may a boy remain in the School 
beyond the end of the term in which he shall attain the age of 
19 years, unless he has been previously admitted to the sixth 
form. 

Board and Lodging. — The Boarders are lodged and boarded 
in the Boarding-houses. 

Masters of Boarding-Houses.— The Head Master, Eev. 
H. W. Moss, M. A. ; and the Senior Classical Assistant Master, 
Eev. G. T. Hall, M. A. 

. School Expenses of a Boarder, &c.— The entrance fee to 
the School for every boy, whether day Scholar or Boarder, if he 
is not entitled to gratuitous education, is two guineas. 

The entrance fee to a Boarding-house for a boarder is four 
guineas in addition to the above. 

The tuition fee for every boy, whether day scholar or boarder, 
if he is not entitled to gratuitous education, is *Jl, per term, or 
21/. yearly, payable terminally in advance. 

The Boarding-house charge is 21/. per term, or 63/. yearly, 
exclusive of entrance and tuition fees, payable terminally in 
advance. 

There is no extra charge for washing, for a private study, or 
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for private tuition in the public subjects of instruction in the 
School. 

A term's notice is required before the removal of a boy ; in 
default of such notice the tuition fee in the case of a Day-scholar, 
in the case of a Boarder the tuition fee and boarding-house 
charge, and in the case of a Free Boy being also a Boarder the 
boarding-house charge, for the term is required to be paid. 

If a Boarder shall, for some urgent cause, to be approved, if 
necessary, by the Governing Body, be absent from School for a 
period not less than the half of a school term, a remission shall 
be made of the Boarding-house charge for that term in propor- 
tion to the length of absence. 

Each boy, being a Boarder, is required to bring to School two 
pairs of small sheets and eight towels. 

A small extra charge is made for Printed Papers, Cricket, and 
Bathing attendance. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions, — (1.) Tenable at the School. — 

Apparently none at present. (2.) Tenable after leaving the 
School. — The following Scholarships and Exhibitions, open to 
all boys in the School, and tenable at any College or Hall in the 
University of Oxford or Cambridge, namely : — Four Exhibitions 
of 63^. a year, founded by Dr. MiUington ; one Exhibition of 60/. 
a year, founded by the Rev. James Millington ; two Exhibitions 
of 36/. a year; two Oswald Smyth's Exhibitions of 36/. a year; 
one Exhibition of 23/. a year, founded by Dr. Taylor ; one Exhi- 
of 40/. a year, founded by Dr. Matthews. Other Exhibitions 
open to all boys in the School ; one Exhibition of 17/. 10*. a year 
tenable at St. John's College, Cambridge ; one Exhibition of 10/. 
a year, founded by Mrs. Noneley, tenable at any College in the 
University of Oxford. Exhibitions with preference to natives of 
Shropshire ; one Exhibition of about 35/. a year, founded by Mr. 
Podmore, tenable at Trinity College, Cambridge ; four Careswell 
Exhibitions of 60/. a year, tenable at Christ Church, Oxford. 
Fourteen other Careswell Exhibitions of 60/. are open to Shrop- 
shire boys in Shrewsbury School, in default of candidates from 
the five other Schools to which preference is given. The Care^ 
well Prize of 100/. is annually open to all candidates from the 
six Schools without preference. 
There is an Examination yearly of the boys who may be can- 
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didates for any Exhibitions then vacant, the subjects of examina- 
tion being defined by regulation. 

Holidays. — The HoHdays of the School, in ordinary course, 
are not more than five weeks at Christmas, three weeks in April 
and May, and eight Veeks commencing with the last Wednesday 
in July. 



RUGBY SCHOOL. 

Historical Smniliary. — Rugby School, whose brilliant pres- 
tige is perhaps best known to the world at large through a 
published School-boy Biography, written by one of its most 
distinguished Scholars, owes its Foundation to Laurence Sheriff, 
citizen and grocer of London, in the year 1567. This worthy 
person by his will provided a Free Grammar School, ** to remain 
and be kept chiefly for the children of Rugby and Brownsover, 
and next for such as be from other places next adjoining for 
ever." Soon after its Foundation Laurence Sheriff's Grammar 
School appears to have been in considerable danger of becoming 
extinguished through the misapplication of the fnnds for its 
support in the hands of one of the trustees of Sheriff's will. It 
managed to languish under the embarrassment of a scanty 
revenue for a century, and then the first dawn of its present 
splendour began to appear. From the year 1777 to the present 
time the history of Rugby School has been one record of con- 
tinued success, unalloyed with even the vestige of a financial 
trouble. Although the boys of Rugby, Brownsover, and of any 
towns, villages, or hamlets lying within five miles of Rugby, 
have been entitled to be educated at Laurence Sheriff's School, 
without fee or reward for the same, directly or indirectly, com- 
paratively few such boys appear in times past to have availed 
themselves of this charitable scheme. 

The reputation of Rugby School was secured by, and at present 
rests upon the Scholars flocking to it from all parts of the British 
empire, and these now monopolize the principal benefits of 
Laurence Sheriff 's Free Grammar School.

The School Instruction. — The School course comprises 
instruction in Divinity, Greek, Latin, Mathematics, Modern 
Languages, Natural Science, History, Geography, English 
Literature, Music, and Drawing. 

Divinity, Greek, Latin, Mathematics, and French are obliga- 
tory on every boy in the Middle and Upper School, including 
the sixth form ; Natural Science is obligatory on every boy in 
the Middle School ; and either Natural Science or German on 
every boy above the Middle School. Music and Drawing are 
taught to those boys whose parents or guardians direct. The 
other subjects are compulsory, but under such arrangements as 
the Head Master may see fit to make. 

No candidate for admission to Rugby School is to be examined 
as to Religious Knowledge, nor any boy be required to attend the 
religious instruction, or the service in the chapel, if his parents 
or guardians give notice in writing to the Head Master of their 
objection on conscientious grounds. 

Every boy will be taught Natural Science continuously from 
his entrance into the Upper Middle Form, Division II., until ho 
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become one of the Senior Boys in the School, nnless his parent 
or ^ardian express in writing a desire for his exemption from 
this Eegolation. 

The School System. — The Scholars of Rugby are Old Foun* 
dationers, Day-boys, and Boarders. Day-boys reside with their 
parents or guardians, or with some person standing in loco 
parentis. The Boarders, as the name implies, are lodged and 
boarded in certain of the Master's houses. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public.— These are limited 
in their application. Persons who were residing in or within five 
miles of Rugby on Slst July, 1868, are entitled to send their 
sons, if of good character and able to read English, and capable 
of being taught the first elements of Grammar, to enter the 
School as Old Foundationers, and to receive the instruction of 
the School free of all charge. 



By the School Statutes it is enacted, that persons residing in 
or within five miles of Rugby, but who were not so residing on 
31 st July, 1868, shall be entitled to have their Sons at the School 
as Foundationer?. But this Statute will depend for its opera- 
tion hereafter on the diminishing of the numbers of the Old 
Foundationers. 

1. Boys to be admitted under this rule will be distinguished 

as Major and Minor Foundationers. 

2. The number of Major Foundationers will be limited to 12, 

and of Minor Foundationers to 24. 
3» Every Major Foundationer will have the instruction of the 

School free of all charge. 
4. Every Minor Foundationer will pay half the Fees required 

of a Day-boy. 
The number of Major and Minor Foundationers will be filled 
up by degrees as the number of Old Foundationers diminishes, 
that is to say : — when the number of Old Foundationers shall 
have fallen below 60, two Major and four Minor Foxmdationers 
will be appointed if there be a sufficient number of qualified 
candidates ; when the number of Old Foundationers shall have 
fallen below 60, two additional Major and four additional Minor ; 
and so on for every diminution of 10 Old Foundationers two 
additional Maior and four additional Minor ; so that when there 
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are less than 10 Old Foundationers there may be the full number 
of Major and Minor. 

In order to be admitted a Minor Foundationer, a boy must be 
above 12 and less than 14 years old. He must produce testi- 
monials of good character, and must satisfy the Head Master at 
the entrance examination that he has attained the standard of 
proficiency required by the Eegulations of the Governing Body 
in force for the time being. Any boy already in the School who 
is otherwise qualified may compete for admission at such 
entrance examination. 

In order to be admitted a Major Foundationer, a boy must be- 
qualified in the same manner as a Minor Foundationer, and 
must also have attended during the two years preceding his 
admission a Subordinate School hereafter to be created.* 

It has been thought advisable to give the above information 
here ; but it is to be understood that the School is at present in 
a transition state, and that none of the Major and Minor Foun- 
dations are at present in existence. 



Besides these Foundation Benefits created and yet to be 
created, there are now open to the public nine Scholarships, 
called Major and Minor Scholarships, competed for every June. 

These Scholarships are apportioned as follows, viz. : — 

Major Scholarships. — ^Two Classical, 80/. a year each ; two 
Classical, one Mathematical, 50/. a year each. 

Minor Scholarships. — One Classical, one Mathematical, one 
French, one Natural Science, 20/. a year each. 

Qualifications for Election. — In the case of the present Old 
Foundationers and the future Major and Minor Foundationers 
it is enacted as follows : — " No Old Foundationer nor Major or 
Minor Foundationer, if his parents, or in the case of an orphan 
his guardians, or person standing to him in loco parentis^ shall 
cease to reside in or within five miles of Rugby, shall remain on 
the Foundation beyond the end of the then current term." 

For the Major and Minor Scholarships candidates must be 
under 15 years of age July 1st. 

^ The Scheme (dated 16th February, 3 874) for the construction of 
this Subordinate School has received the assent of the Queen in Council. 
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Mode of Election, &C. — To the Scliolarships, by open com- 
petition. The examination is held within a week before or after 
the 24th of June, as the Head Master may determine. There will 
be no special work to be prepared. There will be an allowance 
for age in the election to all Scholarships, and the papers will be 
set mainly with a view to well-taught boys between 13 and 14. 

XTniversity Preferment belonging to the Foundation.— 

None belonging exclusively to the Foundation. 

Expenses of Foundationers and Scholars.— In the case of 

Old Foxmdationers the education at the School is given free of 
all charge. It is not necessary at present to refer to the expenses 
of Major and Minor Foundationers not yet in existence. 

The expenses of the Major and Minor Scholars are to be esti- 
mated at the School Fees for Entrance, Tuition, and Maintenance, 
less the annual value of the Scholar's Scholarship. 

Boys other than Foundationers and Scholars, 

Qualifications for Admission. — Boys are admitted at the age 
of 12, and if they have been well prepared it is recommended 
that they should enter between 12 and 13. No boy may enter 
the School over the age of 16i years. The candidates for admis- 
sion must produce satisfactory proof of good moral character. 

Mode of Admission. — By examination. No boy may be 
admitted who cannot work sums in the Rule of Three and Vul- 
gar Fractions and is not well acquainted with the Latin Acci- 
dence. The subjects of examination generally are : — ^The Bible ; 
Latin ; Greek ; French ; Mathematics, including Arithmetic ; 
and Greography ; the boy*s place in the School being determined 
by the results of the examination. Botany, Physical Geography* 
or some other branch of Natural Science, with Arithmetic or 
Mathematics, may be taken up on the entrance examination. 

It may be of interest to future candidates to give here the fol- 
lowing instructions, issued to candidates for the entrance exami- 
nation in September, 1876 : — 

"The candidates must assemble at the door of the Great 
School at 6.10 p.m. Wednesday, September 20. 

" No Books allowed. 

" Yery easy work will be 'found at the commencement of each 
Paper. 
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" Latin Yerses are not required for entering Forms below 
Upper Middle ii. 

" No boy will be admitted who cannot work sums in the Eule 
of Three and Yulgar Fractions, and is not well acquainted with 
the Latin Accidence. 

" Copies of the Examination Papers set on the last occasion can 
always be procured by sending an order with seven postage- 
stamps to Mr. BiLLiNGTON, Bookseller, Rugby. 

" The Papers will be given in the foUowing order :-

In the Lower School after the end of the Term in which 

he shall be 15 years of age ; 
Nor in the Lower Middle School after the end of the Term 

in which he shall be 16 ; 
Nor in the Upper Middle School after the end of the Term 

in which he shall be 17 ; 
Nor in the Upper School below the Sixth Form after the 

end of the Term in which he shall be 18 ; 
Nor in the Sixth after the end of the Term in which he 
completes his 19th year. 
Board and Lodging. — Boarders are lodged and boarded in 
the " School House " and the Boarding-houses. Day-boys are 
required always to sleep at home ; but, with the consent of the 
Head Master, may have their meals regularly at Rugby, at any 
place approved by him.

School Expenses of Day-boys and Boarders.— Every Day- 
boy, not being an Old Foundationer, pays a School Entrance 
Fee of 4il, 4«., and a Tuition Fee of 13^. 6«. %d, a term in ad- 
vance. 

Every Boarder pays, in addition to the Tuition and School 
Entrance Fees required of Day-boys, a House Entrance Fee of 
3/. 3«., and a Boarding Fee of 24^. a term in advance. That is. 
First term, total, AM, 13«. %d.\ each subsequent term, total, 
37/. 6«. %d. : 119/. 7*. per annum. 

No extra fees are charged, except such as may be allowed by 
the Head Master, with the consent of the Governing Body, for 
instruction in work which does not enter into the School Exami- 
nations for promotion. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1) Tenable at the School .• 

— ^Those already mentioned. (2) Tenable after leaving the 
School : — ^At present, three Major Exhibitions and four Minor 
Exhibitions ; each Major Exhibition being of the value of 60/. 
a year, each Minor Exhibition of 30/. a year. 

AU Exhibitions will be tenable for four years, provided the 
holder leave the School on being so elected, and pursue his 
studies at any University in the United Kingdom, or in any 
other place of special education, or elsewhere in preparation for 
any profession or occupation, subject to the approval of the 
Governing Body. 

Holidays. — ^The Christmas holidays begin on such day in 
December as the Head Master shall appoint, and will not exceed 
four weeks if Easter Day falls in March, nor five weeks if 
Easter Day falls in April. 

The Easter holidays begin on Easter Monday, and end on the 
Friday fortnight after Easter Day if Easter Day falls in April, 
and on the Friday three weeks after Easter Day if Easter Day 
falls in March. On the Friday so fixed the boys return. 

The Summer holidays begin on such day in the month of 
July as the Head Master shall appoint, and end on that day 
eight weeks following. 



HARROW SCHOOL. 



Historical Suminary. — The Free School of Harrow-on-the- 
Hill, now known as Harrow School, was founded in 1571, in 
the fourteenth year of Queen Elizabeth's reign, by John Lyon, 
yeoman. Lyon, who was an inhabitant of the hamlet of Pres- 
ton, by Harrow, determined that there should be for ever kept 
up at the latter place a Grammar School, in which the children 
of the parish were to be taught gratuitously, if they chose to re- 
ceive that sort of education, and he provided funds for its per- 
petual sustentation. Having procured Letters Patent, and a 
Royal Charter from the Queen recognizing his foundation and 
approving certain Statutes he had been empowered to draw up 
for its regulation, the Grammar School was opened ; but the 
number of Scholars gratuitously educated at it has been 
always very confined. Like Rugby, Harrow School has earned 
its fame from the Scholars who have flocked to the School as 
"foreigners." Among the rules which John Lyon drew up, 
with singular precision and defiuiteness for the government of 
his School, occurs the following, which will explain the meaning 
of this term as once applied to the main body of the Scholars 
of Harrow. The rule referred to runs as follows : — " The School- 
master may receive, over and above the youth of the inhabitants 
within the parish, so many Foreigners as the whole number may 
be well taught and applied, and the place conveniently can contain, 
by the judgment and discretion of the Governors. And of the 
Foreigners he may take such stipends and wages as he can get, 
except they that be of the kindred of John Lyon, the Founder : 
80 that he take pains with all indifferently, as well of the parish 
as Foreigners, as well of poor as of rich ; but the discretion of 
the Governors shall be looked to that he do." The "Foreigners," 
in number, fame, and repute, have long ago far outstripped the 
scanty kindred of John Lyon and his " parish boys " in main- 
taining the well-earned prestige of this distinguished Public 
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School. Harrow School, like most of the other great Schools, 
is at present in a transition state.

The School Instruction. — The subjects of instruction are : — 
Divinity, Greek, Latin, English, French, German, Mathematics, 
Natural Science, History, Geography. Every boy will receive 
continuous and progressive instruction in Mathematics during 
the whole time of his stay at the School. He will also receive 
instruction in Natural Science and in French or German during 
not less than nine consecutive Terms. And any boy who shows 
a special aptitude for the study of Natural Sciences or of 
Modem Languages will have the opportunity of receiving in- 
struction therein during the whole time of his stay at the 
School. 

The Modem Side of Harrow School receives boys : — 

1. Who are intended for the University, and are not likely to 
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take Classical honours. They wiU naturally take up at the 
University either Mathematics, the Moral or the Natural 
Sciences, History, or Law. Such boys are not recommended to 
enter the Modem Side till they reach the Fifth Form. 

2. Who are going into the Army, either (•) the Line or (*) the 
Scientific Corps ; or into the Civil Service of (*) England or (•*) 
Lidia. But for (•), (•), and (•*), boys who are distinctly good in 
Classics will do better by remaining on the Classical Side. 

3. Who are destined for any business or profession at once on 
leaving School. 

Boys are admitted to the Modem Side — 

By creditable performance in the Examination for the Modem 
Scholarship at Easter. This Examination is open to all boys 
below 15, though the Scholarship can be obtained only by those 
who were under 14 on the 1st of January. Any boy who 
acquits himself with real credit in the Examination is allowed 
to join the Modem Side at once. 

Boys on the Classical Side may join the Modem if they 
obtain the permission of their Tutors, and have done at least 
moderately well in their previous Forms. Boys below the 
" Shell " are only admitted if they do well in an Examination 
in Mathematics and French. 

Boys are admitted at once on the Modem Side who are able 
to acquit themselves with real credit in an Entrance Examina- 
tion, which will be held always near the end of the term pre- 
vious to that in which the candidate wishes to join. The prin- 
cipal subjects are Mathematics and French, but some knowledge 
of Latin is also necessary, and any acquaintance with German 
is taken into account in a boy's favour. 

The School System. — The Scholars attending Harrow School 
at present are the " Entrance Scholars," so called ; " Home 
Boarders," and Boarders ; and as soon as the funds of the School 
will admit of it there will be an additional Class created, to be 
designated " Foundation Exhibitioners." The Boarders form the 
great body of the School. Home Boarders must reside either 
with their parents or guardians, or with some person approved by 
their parents or guardians, and also by the Head Master, who, 
before receiving a Home Boarder into the School, requires his 
parent or guardian, or the person with whom he is to reside, to

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sign a declaration in writing of his or lier intention to conform 
to sncli Regulations as the Head Master, with the approval of 
the Governing Body, may require. 

The Boarders are lodged and boarded with the House Masters 
in the " Large" and " Small" houses. The Head Master's House 
is a " Large" House, so-called. 

The Foundation Scholars, 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— The " Founda- 
tion Exhibitions," to be created, will be open only to the sons of 
persons " who shall have resided in the parish of Harrow" (which 
includes the parish or hamlet of Pinner) "for not less than 
two years next preceding the date of the Election to the Ex- 
hibition." 

Besides these Foundation Benefits in abeyance, and which 
will be reserved to residents, as aforesaid, there are at present 
about six Entrance Scholarships, some of not less than 60/. a 
year, and the rest of not less than 30/. a year, offered every 
Easter to boys not members of the School. But no holder of 
such Scholarship may be at one and the same time a boy on the 
Foundation. And any Scholarship granted to a Home Boarder, 
the son of a resident in the parish, will not exceed the annual 
value of 30/. ; a sum representing the School charges for public 
and private tuition. 

dnalifications for Election.— -For Foundationers the quali- 
fications will be as above. A Candidate for an Entrance Scholar- 
ship must be under 14 years of age on the 1st of January pre- 
vious to the Election, which takes place on the Tuesday before 
Easter annually. All Candidates must produce satisfactory 
evidence of birth or age, and of good character. Such evidence, 
properly authenticated by the boy's parents, to be sent to the 
Head Master by the Tuesday preceding the day of Examination. 

Mode of Election.— The Election to the Entrance Scholar- 
ships is made according to the results of a competitive exami- 
nation. 

The Candidates will be examined in the following subjects : — 

Subject. — Latin Passages for Translation into English. Books 
to be brought, Latin-English Dictionary. 
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Subject. — Greek Passages for Translation into English. Booket 
to be brought, Liddell and Scott's Small Greek Lexicon. 

Subject. — English Passages for Translation into Latin Prose. 
No Books to be brought. 

Subject. — Latin Verses. Books to be brought, Gradus and 
Dictionary. 

No Grrammars are 'permitted to he brought. 

One of the Scholarships will be attached to the " Modem Side," 
and will be awarded for success in an examination in the fol- 
lowing subjects : — 

1. Mathematics, including Arithmetic, and the earlier parts 

of Algebra, and the Geometry of the Straight Line and 

Circle so far as is represented by Euclid, Books I. — ^III. 

2. French. 

3. Any one subject, either of History or Science, which the 

Candidate may wish to offer. 

Of these the Mathematics will be considered as the most im- 
portant. In awarding the various Scholarships some allowance 
will be made for age. 

Tenure and Privileges. — The Scholarships are held during 
the boy's stay in the School, provided that both his conduct and 
diligence continue satisfactory. 

University Preferment belonging to the Fonndation.— 

Thrown open to competition of the whole School. 

Expenses of Foundationers and Entrance Scholars.~In 

case of a Home Boarder, none but personal expenses. A Boarder's 
expenses, as an Entrance Scholar, may be set down at the cost 
of his maintenance and tuition, according to the regular School 
charges, less the annual value of his Scholarship.

dualifications for Admission. — ^No boy is admitted into the 

School before the age of 12, nor after the age of 15 ; nor (in any 
case) without a Certificate of good conduct from the master or 
tutor under whom he has been previously educated. 

Mode of Admission, &C. — By Examination in the following 
subjects : — I. In Classics. — Either A, Xenophon, Cassar, Ovid, 
Cornelius Nepos ; or B, Homer, Yirgil ; or C, Euripides, Cicero, 
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according to the boy's attamments. And EngHsh Sentences to 
be turned into Latin Prose. The boys who have previously done 
verses for a considerable time to have the opportunity of showing 
what they can do. II. In Arithmetic, — ^The first Four Eules, 
Proportion, Vulgar and Decimal Fractions, and Interest. III. 
In Modem Languages. — Easy Questions, with short passages 
for translation both in French and Grerman. 

The following Regulations bearing on the Entrance Examina- 
tion, issued by the Head Master of Harrow, will be of importance 
to boys wishing to enter the school : — 

The Head Master recommends that boys be frequently tested 
by written translation as well as by viva voce examination. 

" Easy English sentences are set to be turned into Latin Frose, 
in order to test a Candidate's knowledge of the most important 
and most constantly recurring constructions, e.g. the accusative 
before the infinitive, usage with verbs of commanding, asking, 
fearing J &c. 

" All boys who have previously done Verses, or Natural Science, 
for a considerable time, have the opportunity of showing what 
they can do. This is taken into account in determining their 
place, and anything like proficiency in Verses or Natural Science 
would teU in a boy's favour. 

" Further, a paper is set to test a boy's general knowledge of 
Scripture, History, and Geography ; subjects which it is specially 
important not to neglect at Preparatory Schools. 

" Each boy brings to his Examination-Eoom his Greek Lexi- 
con, his Latin-English Dictionary, his English-Latin Dictionary, 
and his French or German Dictionary, but no other books. 

''The Examination begins at four p.m. in September and after 
Easter, and at three p.m. in January. 

" All Candidates, except those who enter at once on the Modem 
Side, are required to pass both in Greek and Latin, and also in 
Arithmetic. 

" In Modem Languages, easy questions are set, with short 
passages for translation, both French and German ; and Candi- 
dates are expected to do either the one or the other, but not 
both. 

" Failure in this part of the Examination would not absolutely 
preclude a boy's admission to the School; but it would tell 
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against liim in determining his place, while proficiency would 
be reckoned in his favour. 

" Boys can be admitted at once on the Modem Side who are 
able to acquit themselves with real credit in an Entrance Exami- 
nation, which is held always near the end of the term previous 
to that in which the Candidate wishes to join. The principal 
subjects are Mathematics and French ; but some knowledge of 
Latin is also necessary, and any acquaintance with German is 
taken into account in a boy*s favour. 

" The mathematical part of the Examination comprises Arith- 
metic, Algebra as far as Quadratic Equations, and Geometry as 
fer as is included in Euclid I. — III. But a thorough acquain- 
tance with the earlier part of these subjects will be held of more 
importance than superficial advancement." 

Board and Lodging. — Boarders are required, as has been 
previously stated, to board and lodge in the Boarding-houses, 
" Large" or " Small," kept by the Masters.

School Expenses of Day-boys and Boarders.— For Day- 
boys as follows, namely : — Entrance fee to the School, QL ; Public 
Tuition and School charges per annum^ 28/. 10*.; Private Tui- 
tion, per annum, 15/. For Boarders, as follows, namely : — Public 
Tuition and School charges per annum, 28/. 10*. ; Private Tuition 
per annum, 16/.; Board and Washing (including charges for 
grocery, lighting, furniture, carpet, repairs, &c.), per annum, in 
the Head Master's house, 68/. In other of the " Large** Houses 
the annual charge for Board and Washing, &c., is 90/.; in the 
" Small" Houses the charge for Board and Washing, &c., is 136/. 
per annum. In all these cases the School expenses are the same 
as those above stated. In addition to these the Entrance Fees 
are as follows, viz.: — To the School and Mathematics, 6/.; to 
the House, if the Head Master's House, 6/.; if any other " Large"

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by the School Regulations, viz. Private InstriLction in the fol- 
lowing subjects : — Mathematics, 9^. ; Modern Language, 9/. ; 
Natural Science, 9^. ; Music, \2l. 12*. ; Drawing, 9/. ; Fencing, 9/. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1.) Tenable at the School. — 
Those which have been already mentioned. (2.) Tenable after 
leaving the School, — " Isabella Gregory's ** Scholarship of 100^. a 
year for four years at either University ; Earl Spencer's, one of 
30/. a year for three years to either University ; Mr. Beriah Bot- 
field's, one of 60/. a year for three years to either University ; 
Mr. Leafs, one of 70/. for three years ; Mr. Sayer's,two of 50 guineas 
a year for four years to Caius College, Cambridge ; Mr. Neeld's, 
two of 30/. a year for three years to any College at Oxford ; Mr. 
T. C. Baring's, two of 100/. a year for five years to Hertford 
College, Oxford. 

These last Scholarships of Mr. Baring's gift are competed for 
at Oxford, and are limited to Candidates who have been educated, 
or are in course of being educated, at Harrow. 

Holidays. — At Easter, three weeks ; at Midsummer, six weeks ; 
and at Christmas, five weeks. 



CHARTERHOUSE SCHOOL. 

GODALMING, SUEREY. 

Historical Snnmiary. — This "glorious fabric of piety,** as 
it has been not inaptly designated, was raised on the ancient 
foundation of the Chartreux Monastery (Charterhouse Square), 
in London, by Thomas Sutton, citizen and girdler, who, by 
Letters Patent of James the First, on the 22nd of June. 1611, 
constituted this now famous School part of Sutton's Hospital. 
This hospital was liberally endowed by the Founder with manors, 
and other lands and revenues ; and, along with the School, was 
committed to the general superintendence of a body of Governors 
(of whom Sutton was one), likewise appointed Trustees of the 
estates. Within recent times considerable change has been 
effected in the Constitution of the School under the Statutes 
and Begulations framed under the " Public Schools' Act, 1868," 
and this portion of Sutton's Charity now exists as The Charter- 
house School at Grodalming, in Surrey.

The School Instruction. — The following subjects are taught 

to all boys in their progress through the School, viz, : — Religious 
Ejiowledge, Classics, Arithmetic, Mathematics, Natural Science, 
History, Geography, English, and either French or German. 

Every boy will learn Natural Science continuously from his 
entrance into the " Shell," until he become one of the senior boys 
in the School, unless his parent or guardian express in writing a 
desire for his exemption from this Regulation. 

The School System.— The Scholars of Charterhouse are the 
Foundation Scholars, the Day-boys, and Boarders, the latter 
forming the main body of the School. No boy is admitted as a 
Day Scholar unless he reside with his parent or guardian, or in 
some place of residence approved of by the Head Master. The 
Boarders are lodged and boarded with the Masters in the houses 
within the boundaries of the School land at Godalming. 

The Foundation Scholars, 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— Thirty Junior 

Scholarships of the value of 60^. per annum. 

Number of Annual Vacancies.— At present ten to twelve, 
likely shortly to be increased. 

dualifications for Election. — No boy may become a candi- 
date for these Scholarships, who on the 15th day of July, in the 
year of Election, is less than 12 or more than 14 years of age. 
At least three calendar months before the examination for 
Junior Scholarships in each year, public notice will be given of 
the number of vacancies in the Junior Scholarships to be filled 
up at the next Election, and of the time within which, and of the 
person to whom the names of applicants to become Candidates 
for the same are to be sent in. Each application must be sent 
in within one calendar month after such public notice. It is 
lawful for the Governing Body, if it appear to them that any 
successful Candidate is in point of circumstances not fit to receive 
the aid of an endowment, to withhold from the Scholarship to 
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whicli such Candidate shall have been elected the payment of 
60^. per annum hereinbefore mentioned. In snch case the said 
60/. per annnm is to be at the disposal of the Governing Body, to 
be by them applied in aid of the education of any other deserving 
Candidate, or any boy or boys in the School who may seem to 
the Governing Body to need such aid. 

Mode of Election. — The Election to the Junior Scholarships 
is made according to the results of a Competitive Examination, 
held in the latter half of July in each year, and in the following 
subjects, viz. Latin, French, English, and Arithmetic. 

Tenure and Privileges, &C. — Every Junior Scholarship will 
be vacated on the Scholar being elected to a Senior Scholarship, 
or on his completing his 16th year, unless such Scholar's 
birthday occur in the course of a term, in which case he may 
retain it until the end of such term. Every boy elected to any 
Junior Scholarship, and every School Exhibitioner, if not already 
at the School, must be forthwith entered thereat, and will receive 
no benefits from his Scholarship or Exhibition excepting for so 
long as he continues at the School. The Head Master has 
power, however, to grant leave of absence to any Scholar or 
School Exhibitioner for any period not exceeding a term, but 
no Scholar or School Exhibitioner is permitted to be absent for 
more than a term without leave from the Governing Body. 

No Scholar, or School Exhibitioner, is required to reside in 
any one of the School Houses or Boarding-houses which may be 
licensed by the Governing Body ; but any Scholar or School 
Exhibitioner who does not reside in any such School House, or 
licensed Boarding-house will be entitled to one-half part only 
of his Scholarship, or Exhibition, during the time of his residence 
elsewhere. He will not be entitled to any part of his Scholar- 
ship or Exhibition if his place of residence be not approved of 
by the Head Master. The Scholarships are tenable only during 
good behaviour. 

University Preferment belonging to the Foundation.— 

The University Exhibitions are not attached to the Foundation 
alone, but are thrown open to competition of the whole School. 
Expenses of Fonndationers.— In the event of a Boarder 
being elected to a Scholarship his expenses are the cost of 
maintenance and tuition, less the annual value of hifi S»<ib£i!AS(.- 
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ship or about 40^. per annum. In event of a Day-boy's election 
he receives gratuitous education. 

JBoys other than Foundationers, 

Qualifications for Admission. — No boy can be admitted 

to the School before 11 years of age or after 15 years of 
age, unless for a special reason, to be approved by the Head 
Master, and reported by him to the Governing Body, nor unless 
he be sufficiently advanced in proportion to his age to profit by 
the teaching of the School, and produces satisfactory proof of 
diligence and good moral character. 

Mode of Admission. — Any parent, guardian, or next friend, 
desiring the admission of a boy to the Schcjol, must fill up and 
sign a form of application, specifying the name and age of the 
boy and the name and residence of the parent, guardian, or next 
friend. This form of application may be obtained from the 
Head Master. 

All boys presented for admission will be examined, under the 
direction of the Head Master, and their place in the School will 
be determined by him after such examination. 

Boys may remain in the School till 16, 17, 18, or 19 years of 
age, according to progress and character. 

Board and Lodging. — Boarders are lodged and boarded in 
the Masters' houses.

School Expenses of Day-boys and Boarders. For Day- 
boys, Tuition, 30Z. per annum. For Boarders, Tuition 30/. per 
annum, payable in equal instalments at the end of each term ; 
for Board, 70/. in the first three houses, 80/. in the others. No 
extra charge is made for private tuition on any of those subjects 
which form part of the compulsory School course. The Board- 
ing-house charges include ordinary medical attendance. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions— (1) Tenable at the School.'^ 
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JTot less than 1?0 Senior Scholarsliips of the annual value of 
80^, open to all boys between 14 and 16 years of age, who shall 
have been at least one year in the School. Admission to Senior 
Scholarships will be determined by competitive examination, and 
their tenure will depend on continuance at the School and on 
good conduct and diligence. Besides these, provision is made 
for 10 Exhibitions of the annual value of 20^., open to all boys 
in the School under 14 years of age, and tenable till 16 years of 
age, conjointly with a Junior Scholai*ship if one shall have been 
gained, but not with a Senior Scholarship. (2) Tenable after 
leaving the School. Provision has been made at present for five 
Exhibitions annually for boys leaving Charterhouse. These are 
of the value of 80^. per annum, and may be held for four years 
at one of the Universities, or elsewhere " in preparation for any 
profession, or occupation," subject to the approval of the 
Governing Body. 

Holidays. — The Holidays of the School are not more than 
six weeks in August and September, and five weeks in December 
and January, and four weeks in April and May. 



ST. PAUL'S SCHOOL. 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH YARD, LON"DON. 

Historical Summary. — Joliii Colet, D.D., Dean of St. 
Paul's, in 1512 founded this School, at present one of the most 
noteworthy in England. The Foundation originally gave gra- 
tuitous education to "153 children of all nations and countries 
indifferently," on payment of a trifling admission fee. The 
estates for the support of the School were conveyed to the 
Mercers' Company, which at present exercises a large and 
judicious influence in the School's government. Important 
changes are at present being made in the constitution of the 
School, which under a Scheme approved by the Queen in 
Council on the 24th of March, 1876, is henceforth to comprise, — 

1. A Classical School, to be called St. Paul's School, for 
about 500 boys ; 

2. A Modem School, to be called St. Paul's Modem School, 
for about 500 boys ; 

3. A High School or High Schools, to be called Dean Colet's 
School or Schools, for not less than 400 girls in all ; 

Such Schools to be established in such order of priority as the 
Governors may deem to be most expedient. 

So soon as conveniently may be after the date of the Scheme 
herein referred to the Governors are to proceed to acquire such 
sites, including adequate playgrounds, in some place or places 
situated within the jurisdiction of the Metropolitan Board of 
Works as shaU be necessary for carrying out the provisions of 
this Scheme. St. Paul's School therefore is to be removed from 
the existing buildings in St. Paul's Churchyard. It may be 
added that the staff of Masters will be largely increased when 
the details of the Scheme have been finally settled, and its 
provisions carried into operation by the Governing Body.

The School Instruction. — It is enacted by the Scheme now 
in operation that proper provision is to be made for religious 
instruction in St. Paul's School, " and such religious instruction 
shall be in accordance with the principles of the Church of 
England." 



^ It has been thought advisable to give here the addresses of the 
several Governors, as each Governor has a right of annual nomination 
to the Foundation of St. Paul's School. 
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The subjects of secular instruction in the Classical School are 
as follows: — English, and Latin and Greek Languages and 
Literatures ; Arithmetic and Mathematics ; History and Geo- 
graphy; Natural Science; French and German; Drawing; 
Class Singing. 

In the Modem School they are as follows : — English, French, 
and German Languages and Literatures; -Arithmetic and 
Mathematics ; History and Geography ; Natural Science, and 
in particular Experimental Physics and Chemistry ; Latin ; 
Drawing ; and Class Singing. 

The Governors have power to add other subjects to the above 
lists, and to direct that special importance shall be given to any 
one or more of the subjects. 

The School System. — By the new Scheme, as far as it 
relates to boys, St. Paul's School is divided into a Classical 
School, to be called St. Paul's School, for about 600 boys ; and 
a Modem School, to be called St. Paul's Modern School, for 
about 500 boys. 

Both are essentially Day Schools as at present constituted ; 
but power is given to the Governors to admit to both Schools 
"boys boarding in the houses of Masters, or in such other 
houses as may from time to time be approved by the Governors.'! 
Day-boys reside with their parents, guardians, or next friends. 

Foiuidation Benefits open to the Public — Each Govemor 

has the privilege of nominating in every year one candidate for 
admission to one of the Schools of the Foundation, and every 
candidate so nominated (if found fit and otherwise admissible) 
is entitled to priority of admission over all candidates not so 
nominated. 

There are 163 Scholarships belonging to the Foundation, 
namely, 77 in the Classical, and 76 in the Modem School. One- 
third of these Scholarships are open only to candidates between 
the ages of 12 and 14 years, and are awarded according to the 
results of competitive examination. Reasonable notice by 
advertisement in the public newspapers is to be given of all 
Scholarships open to candidates not in the Schools. 

Election to a Scholarship on the Foundation confers the 
privilege of " entire exemption from the payment of tuition 
fees." 
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Qualifications for Admission to the Schools.— Candidates 

mast be of good character and of sufficient bodily health, re- 
siding with their parents, guardians, or next friends, or intend- 
ing to become Boarders in one of the Houses sanctioned by the 
Governors. 

Mode of Admission. — ^By application on a Form of Admis- 
sion, to be procured of John Watney, Esq., Mercers' Hall, 
London, E.G., and which reads as follows : — 

Sir, — I do hereby apply for the admission of 
aged yea/rs, now residing at , to St. Paul's 

School, and I enclose the Registration Fee of 5s., and am willing 
to pay the Entrance Fee of 11. in case of his admission to the 
School. I am, ^c, 

A register is kept of all applications, showing the date at 
which every application is made for the admission of a Scholar, 
the date of admission, withdrawal, or rejection, the cause of 
rejection, and the age of the candidate at the date of the appli- 
cation. Candidates who are found fit in all respects are ad- 
mitted to the Schools, if there is room for them, in order accord- 
ing to the dates of their application. 

All Candidates are expected to pass a preliminary examination 
for admission. The examination for admission to the Classical 
School, graduated according to the age of the Candidates, is 
never to fall below the following standard : — Beading, Writing 
from dictation, the first Four Bules of Arithmetic, the Geography 
of England, the outlines of English History, and the elements of 
Latin Grammar. The examination for admission to the Modem 
School is as follows : — Beading, Writing from dictation, the first 
Four Bules of Arithmetic, the Geography of England, the out- 
lines of English History, and the elements of French Grammar. 

It may be noted that no Scholar will be allowed to remain in 
either School beyond the end of the school term, or half-year, 
in which he shall attain the age of 19 years. 

The School Expenses. — ^The fee for tuition in the School 
has been fixed by the Governors at 20^. per annum. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1) Tenable at the School. 

— Fifty-one Scholarships in the Classical School and Fifty 
Scholarships in the Modem School. (2) Tenable after leaving

the School. — The "Lord Campden" Exhibitions. By the 
Scheme now in force the Grovemors are empowered to employ 
the net income payable to them under the provisions of a 
Scheme framed by the Endowed Schools Commissioners for the 
management of Lord Oampden's Exhibitions, or such portion 
thereof, being as near as may be the sum of 1000/., as they 
deem expedient, in the establishment and maintenance of Exhi- 
bitions to be awarded annually by open competition among boys 
who have been educated at the Classical School for such time 
previous to the award thereof as the Grovemors may from time 
to time determine, and to be tenable at any University or other 
place of liberal education to be approved in each case by thie 
Governors. A like sum of 1000/. is to be employed in the 
establishment and maintenance of Exhibitions, to be awarded 
annually by open competition among boys who have been edu- 
cated at the Modem School for such time previous to the award 
thereof as the Governors may from time to time determine, and 
to be tenable at any University or other place of libersil edu- 
cation, or for the purpose of fitting the holder for some pro- 
fession. 

There are some Minor Exhibitions belonging to the Foun- 
dation, varying in value from 10/. to 36/. per annum. 

Holidays. — Six weeks in the summ|pr (commencing in third 
week of July), and four weeks at Christmas. 



MERCHANT TAYLORS' SCHOOL. 

RUTLAND PLACE, CHARTERHOUSE SQUARE. 

Historical Summary. — Towards the close of the year 1560, 
or early in the following year, the Worshipful Company of Mer- 
chant Taylors had conceived the praiseworthy design of found- 
ing a Grammar School in London. A leading member of the 
Court, one Mr. Richard Hills, contributed the sum of 500^. 
towards the purchase of a site for the School in the parish of 
St. Laurence Pountney, in the City of London, and the institu- 
tion was thoroughly organized on the 24th of April, 1661. The 
original Statutes of the School, drawn up with much precision, 
and evidencing considerable judgment and good sense, as well as 
piety and benevolence, are exceedingly quaint in language, and 
well worthy of perusal. The School is unendowed, and is at 
present entirely supported, as it was at first founded, by the 
Worshipful Company of Merchant Taylors.

The School Instruction. — The course of study at the 
School embraces all such branches of knowledge as shall pre- 
pare pupils to enter the Universities, ii\c\\3L'iMi% "^^s^^*?^^^ 
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French, German, the elements of Natural Science, Modem His- 
tory and Literature, Geography (including Physical Geography), 
Drawing, English Composition, with Arithmetic and Mercantile 
Subjects. 

The School System. — The School is divided primarily into 
Upper and Lower ; and the Upper School into two divisions, 
called the Classical Side and the Modem Side. 

In the Classical Side are taught all such branches of know- 
ledge as shall prepare pupils to enter the Universities. The 
course of study embraces English, Latin, Greek, French, Mathe- 
matics, and for the Upper Forms, German and Hebrew. 

In the Modem Side the subjects of instruction are : — Mathe- 
matics, Latin, French, German, the elements of Natural Science, 
Modem History and Literature, Geography (including Physical 
Geography), Drawing, English Composition, with Arithmetic 
and Mercantile Subjects. Greek is also taught to all pupils 
intended for the Universities, and others who may desire it. 

The Lower School is preparatory to the Upper, promotions 
being made from the Lower School to the Upper School twice a 
year, according to individual proficiency. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public.— Election to Mer- 
chant Taylors' School is by Presentation of one of the members 
of the Court of Assistants of the Merchant Taylors* Company. 
Presentations are generally issued on the first Wednesdays in 
February, May, July, and November. A list of the Court may 
be obtained on personal application to the Clerk at Merchant 
Taylors' Hall, Threadneedle Street. Election to the Foundation 
does not bring any exclusive benefits, as all boys who have been 
in the School two years are considered on the Foundation; 
which means that they alone are eligible to the twenty-one 
Scholarships at St. John's College, Oxford. 

Qualifications for Admission to the School.— No boy is 

eligible for admission into the School unless he is 9 years of 
age and under 14 years. He must be able to read and write 
pretty well, to pass an examination in the Four Elementary Rules 
of Arithmetic, and in Writing English from dictation, and have 
learned certain parts of the Public School Latin Primer, correspond- 
ing to the Accidence in other Grammars. He is also examined 
in the Church Catechism, and in the early Scripture History. 
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If a boy is over 10 years of age, he miist know, further, the 
parts of the Latin Primer required of boys before leaving the 
First Form ; if over 11, the parts required before leaving the 
Second Form ; if over 12, he must be well acquainted with the 
Latin Primer generaUy, and must be able to do Latin Exercises, 
to construe easy passages of Latin, and to work gums in Simple 
Proportion. He must also know the French auxiliary verbs 
" avoir " and " dtre." 

If a boy is over 13, he will, in addition, be expected to have 
some knowledge of Latin verse-making, and to have learnt to the 
end of the pronouns in Wordsworth's Greek Primer. 

As a rule, all boys must be at least three months in the Lower 
School before they can be admitted into the Upper School. But 
no boy will be allowed to remain in the Lower School after he is 
14 years of age, without special permission from the Head 
Master. 

Mode of Admission. — By examination, as above stated ; and 
failure to pass this Entrance Examination causes a Presentation 
to be forfeited. 

The School Expenses, &c. — The School dues are, an 
Entrance Fee of 3Z., and 12 guineas per annum, paid quarterly in 
advance, by boys in the Lower School, or 16 guineas per annum 
by boys in either department of the Upper School. This 
includes every charge for education, except books* 

It may be mentioned that there is no boarding system directly 
recognized by the Merchant Taylors' School, but Boarders may 
be received by the Under Masters, and by other persons, with 
whom special arrangements must be made. 

Scholarships and Exhihitions. — (1.) Tenable at the School. 
— There are 10 Scholarships awarded annually by competition 
to boys who have been at least one year in the School. Four of 
these, called Senior Scholarships, are open to boys under 16, 
and are of the value of 30/. per annum, and are tenable as long 
as the holder remains in the School. One at least of these 
Senior Scholarships is awarded every year for Modem Subjects. 
The remaining six, called Junior Scholarships, are open to boys 
under 14, and are of the value of 15Z., tenable for two years, or 
until the holder is elected to a Senior Scholarship. The Exami- 
nation for both Senior and Junior Scholarships is held oil c«. 
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about June 19th and following days. (2.) Tenable after leaving 
the School. — Twenty-one Scholarships at St. John's College, 
Oxford, open to all boys who have been in the School two years, 
and who have not passed their 19th birthday. 

HiscellaneOTLS Information. — Particulars of the School 
preferments, prizes, distinctions, &c., are contained in the book 
called the School " Fasti," which may be obtained on applica- 
tion to the Head Master. 

The hours of School attendance are jfrom nine till twelve, and 
from one till four. 

Wednesdays and Saturdays are half-holidays. Boys who 
have neglected their work or misbehaved themselves during the 
previous week are liable to be detained in School on Wednesday 
afternoon, notice of such detention being given to parents or 
guardians in each case. 

No boys are allowed to be absent from School, except for the 
cause of illness. On returning to School they are required to 
bring a written statement, signed by a parent or other respon- 
sible person, of the cause of absence and the length of timie 
they have been away. In case of infectious complaints or pro- 
longed absence, a medical certificate must be sent to the Head 
Master before a boy can return to the School. 

No boys are allowed to quit the School premises between the 
hours of morning and afternoon School, except under special 
permission from the Head Master. 

Dinner is provided for all boys who may desire it upon the 
School premises at a charge of \0d, per day. 

The Head Master may he seen at the School between the hours 
of 12 and 2, except on Saturdays, 
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Historical Stuninaxy. — ^The Free Grammar School at Ton- 
bridge was fotmded by Sir Andrew JuddB, Knight, a native of 
the place, citizen and skinner of London, and Lord Mayor, in 
the fifth year of King Edward the Sixth's reign, namely 1662. 
Letters Patent and Licence from the King were obtained, dated 
the 16th May, 1664, appointing the Master, Wardens, and 
Commonalty of the Skinners' Company, Governors of the 
Possessions, Lands, and Goods of the School, which was to be 
called the " Free Grammar School of Sir Andrew Jndde, Knight." 

The Skinners* Company seems from the first to have had a 
large share in the management of the School, framing its 
Statutes and appointing the Masters, &c. Originally the School 
was intended for boys " inhabiting the town of Tonbridge and 
adjacent conntry." Now the School is open to all boys alike 
without restriction of place of residence. It is to be understood 
that this School is at present in a transition state. 

The Ooveming Body. — ^Under the old regulations governing 
Tonbridge School the Worshipful Company of Skinners are the 
Governing Body ; by the new Scheme, which will probably come 
into operation soon after the publication of this book, the 
Gt)veming Body wiU consist of fifteen persons yet to be 
appointed.

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The School Instruction. — The subjects of secular education 
in the School include the usual English subjects ; the Greek and 
Latin Languages and Literature ; Mathematics ; Natural Science ; 
Modern Languages; Political Economy; Drawing and Vocal 
Music. The School is arranged with the object of educating 
boys, within its regular routine and with equal efficiency in the 
Higher Forms, either, on the Classical Side for the Universities, 
or on the Modem Side for those Professions which do not 
require a University degree. Boys on the Modem Side omit 
Greek, and substitute for it Grerman, additional Mathematics, 
and Geometrical Drawing, so as to be fully prepared for the 
Civil and Military Services and for other Professions. 

The School System. — ^The boys at Tonbridge are Boarders 
and Day-boys. The former are lodged and boarded in the 
" School House " under care of the Head Master ; and in certain 
Boarding-houses, under care of other Masters. The Day-boys 
live with their parents or guardians in the town. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— By the 59th 
and 60th sections of the Draft of the new Scheme relating to 
Tonbridge School, published by the Commissioners of Endowed 
Schools, it is enacted as follows : — 

" By way of Scholarships tenable at the School, the Governors 
shall grant exemptions, total or partial, from the payment of 
tuition fees for such periods and, subject to the provisions of 
this Scheme, on such conditions as they think fit. Boys to 
whom such exemptions shall be granted shall be called Founda- 
tion Scholars. The exemptions may be awarded in favour of 
candidates for admission to the School^ on the result of the 
examination for admission, and in favour of boys already attend- 
ing the School, upon the reports of the Examiners made on the 
result of the annual examination, or in either case on the result of 
a special examination. Every such Scholarship shall be granted 
for two years only, but the holder shall be re-eligible, if upon 
re-examination he shall be found and reported to have main- 
tained a satisfactory standard of acquirement. 

In addition to the above-mentioned Scholarships the Gover- 
nors shall establish and maintain four Boarding Scholarships 
tenable by Boarders attending the School, and each entitling 
the holder to a payment or allowance of 50^. a year for four 
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years, but liable to be determined by order of the Governors if 
at the expiration of two years from the date of the award the 
holder shall fail to pass an examination to be held for the 
purpose of testing his qualifications by or under the direction of 
the Head Master. One such Scholarship shall be awarded in 
every year and shall be open to competition among boys under 
14 years of age already attending or about to enter the School." 
These Scholarships may be held concurrently. 

ftnalifications for Admission to the School.— No boy will 

be admitted into the School under the age of 10 years. No boy 
may remain in the School after the age of 19 years, or, if he 
attains that age during a School term, then after the end of 
such term. Boys are required also to be of good character and 
sufficient health. 

Mode of Admission. — By application to the Head Master, 
who, if the application be approved, will cause the same to be 
registered on payment of a fee of 5*. Every Candidate for 
admission will be examined under direction of the Head Master, 
and his place in the School be determined on the results of such 
examination. The examination for admission will be graduated 
according to the age of the Candidate, and will be regulated in 
other particulars from time to time by or under the direction of 
the Governors, but it will never, for any boy, fall below the 
following standard, that is to say, Blading, Writing from Dicta- 
tion, Sums in the First Four simple Rules of Arithmetic, Out- 
lines of the Geography of England. 

Board and Lodging. — Boarders are received in the '* School 
House " under the Head Master's care ; and in the houses of the 
Second Master ; the Rev. J. R. Little ; and the Rev. J. Lang- 
home. 

The School Expenses. — Entrance Fee, 5/. 5«. ; School Fee 
for Tuition " in the usual English subjects, Latin, Greek, or 
German, French, Mathematics, &c.,*' 21^. ; Boarding Fee, which 
includes the charge for Board, Washing, &c., 64/. 10« ; Chapel, 
1/. 1«. 

*#* Under the existing Scheme a deduction of 10/. 10*. is 
made from the Tuition Fee for boys not in the Modem Forms 
whose parents or guardians reside in Kent within ten miles of 
Tonbridge. The optional expenses at th» S><i\iQO^ ^ ^-^'^'^rso^ 
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amoTint in the aggregate to 16^. 10^., but these expenses will be 
abolished under the Kew Scheme ; the only extras charged for 
will be Instrumental Music, Ql. ; Workshop, 3/. ; and Private 
Tuition, 10/. 10«. per annum, this latter intended to meet 
exceptional circumstances, and not to be considered in any sense 
in the light of a necessary expense. 
Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1.) Tenable at the School. — 

As hereinbefore mentioned. (2.) Tenable after leaving the School, 
— ^By section 62 of the New Scheme before alluded to it is enacted 
as follows, viz., the Grovemors shall establish and maintain 16 
Exhibitions tenable at any University, Training College, or other 
place of higher education selected or approved by them, and to 
be awarded to boys who are being, and have for not less than 
two years been educated at the School Every such Exhibition 
shall be tenable for four years. They shall be of the following 
annual value respectively , — ^four of 80/., four of 70/., four of 
60/., four of 50/. One Exhibition of each class in point of value 
shall be open to competition in each year. 

Section 63. Every Scholarship and Exhibition established 
under this Scheme shall be given as the reward of merit, and 
shall be freely and openly competed for. 

*#* These Exhibitions may be gained by boys from either the 
Classical or the Modem Forms, and may be held either at any 
University, or at Woolwich, Cooper's Hill, &c.

REPTON SCHOOL. 

POST TOWN— BUETON-ON-TRENT. 
STATION— REPTON AND WILLINGTON, DERBY. 

Historical Summary. — Sir Jobn Porfce, made Knight of the 
Bath at the coronation of Edward the Sixth, being possessed of 
considerable property in the counties of Stafford, Derby, and 
Lancaster, in the year 1666 devised to his Executors the greater 
part for the Foundation of a Hospital at Etwall, and a Grammar 
School at Repton. These institutions were accordingly established 
after his death in the year 1657, and were made a body corporate 
in 1621, under the style and title of " the Master of Etwall Hos- 
pital, the Schoolmaster of Repton, Ushers, Poor Men, and Poor 
Scholars," the estates being conveyed to the Corporation of 
Repton. The School was originally a Free Grammar School, 
giving gratuitous education to the sons of inhabitants of the 
parishes of Repton and Etwall. It is now one of the foremost 
Schools in England governed by the " Endowed Schools Act," 
under which the School Statutes have been framed.

The Boarders are lodged and boarded in the Board- 
ing-houses under care of certain of the Masters. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— None ; but cer- 
tain Exhibitions, " of which notice appears in the public papers," 
are offered by the Masters for competition to boys who are not 
yet in the School. The examination takes place in the last 
week in July, Candidates must be under 14 years of age. " The 
Masters hold themselves at liberty to discontinue offeidng these 
Exhibitions, or to decline to award them if the Candidates are 
not, in the opinion of the Examiners, sufficiently advanced." 

Qualifications for Admission to the School.— Boys are 

admitted between the ages of 10 and 15, provided they are of 
sufficient health and of good character. 

Mode of Admission. — (1.) By application to the Head Master 
on a " Form of Application for a Boy's Admission," which appli- 
cation, if approved, is registered on payment of a fee of Is. 6d. 
Admission to the School is granted in rotation of application. 
(2.) By examination before admission, graduated according to 
the age of the Candidate ; but never below the following standard, 
viz. : — Beading, Writing from Dictation, the First Four Eules of 
Arithmetic ; the Outlines of the Geography of England. No 
boy is admitted to the School except after passing such examina- 
tion. All boys above 11 years of age will be further examined 
in the Rudiments of Latin. Higher papers, including Greek, 
will be set to determine the place which a boy is to take in the 
School.

The ordinary ex- 
penses of each boy, in addition to the above, is " less than 10/. 
a year.'* Private Instruction is charged extra. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1.) Tenable at the School. — 

One Scholarship in each year of the value of 40/. per annum is 
offered for competition among such boys as are between the ages 
of 13 and 16, and who have been two years in the School. The 
Election akes place in the first week of July. Each Scholarship 
is held for four years at the School. (2.) Tenable after leaving 
the School. — " Exhibitions to the Universities are awarded by 
the Groverning Body at their discretion.'* 

Holidays. — Seven weeks from about July 26th ; five weeks 
from about December 18th; and two weeks from about the 
second week in April (including Easter). 
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Historical SxLnunary. — Marlborongli College, although at 
the present time one of onr most distinguished Public Schools, 
can lay no claim to the wealth of age belonging to most of the 
great Schools with which it has been the custom to associate 
it. The College was founded in 1843, and, two years later, was 
incorporated by Royal Charter, receiving an additional Charter 
in 1853. It was raised by voluntary donations and subscrip- 
tions, a donation of 50/. in one sum constituting the giver a Life 
Governor ; a gift of 201. entitling the person paying the same to 
the title of a Donor. Pupils, other than those elected to Founda- 
tion Scholarships at the School, are admitted upon the nomina- 
tion of Life Governors and Donors ; although, when vacancies 
permit, and Governors and Donors are not entitled, or prepared 
to exercise a right of nomination, the Council may admit pupils 
without nomination. A Governor is entitled, during his life, 
subject to the restrictions contained in the by-laws, to have 
always one pupil, either in the College, or as a House-boarder, or 
Home-boarder, on his nomination, in respect of every donation of 
50/. he may give. A Life Governor is also entitled, if he shall not 
have his full number of nominees, whether in the College, or as 
House-boarders or Home-boarders, to nominate a boy, bein^ the 
son of a Clergyman, for election to a Foundation Scholarship. A 
donation of 201. in one sum entitles the person paying the same to 
the right to a single nomination of a pupil either in the College, 
or as a House-boarder, or Home-boarder. Any person desirous 
of acquiring this right must apply to the Bursar to enter on the 
CoUege books the name and age of the boy proposed to be nomi- 
nated, together with the name, place of residence, and quality 
of his father or guardian ; and the Bursar will give to the appli- 
cant information of the earliest time at which such boy can be 
admitted ; and on payment of the said sum of 20/., at least three 
months before the day appointed for his admission, he will be 
asidtled (subject to the terms of the bye-laws) to admission at 
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that time. A list of Governors and Donors is kept by tlie Secre- 
tary in order as they may be entitled to exercise the right of 
nomination. The rights of nomination, it may be added, are not 
transferable.

The School Instruction. — The College is divided into three 
Schools — the Upper, the Modem, and the Lower School. In 
the Upper School the education is chiefly intended as a pre- 
paration for the Universities, and is therefore mainly Classical, 
with the addition of Mathematics, French, German (if desired), 
Natural Science, History, and Geography. In the Modem 
School the subjects of instruction are Mathematics, Latin, 
French, German, History (principally ModexTi\, Qi«^'«i^^>:s^^si:^ % 
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Natural Science, together with English Composition. There 
are special classes for the subjects of examination at Woolwich. 

The Lower School is preparatory for the Upper and Modem. 
It is intended for boys between the age of 10 and 14, and no boy 
is allowed to remain in it after he has reached the age of 15. 
All boys who belong to it are lodged and taught in a separate 
part of the College buildings, and are, to a certain extent, kept 
separate from the rest of the School. 

The School System. — ^The system of Marlborough College as 
regards the arrangements for the Pupils is as follows : — The 
boys either live exclusively in College; are "House-boarders" 
dining in College and lodging with House-masters; or are " Home- 
boarders " living with their parents or guardians in the neigh- 
bourhood of the School. The " Lower School " boys, as above 
stated, live by themselves. 

Foundation Scholars. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— Annually, in 

December, there is an Election to 15 Foundation Scholarships ; 
the first seven of which, if obtained by candidates not already in 
the CoUege, become tenable immediately after the Christmas 
holidays, and the remaining eight after the following Summer 
holidays. These Scholarships are of the annual value of 30/. 
tenable so long as the holder continues at the College. They 
are confined to the Sons of Clergymen, nominated for competition 
by the Life Gx>vernors ; and every Life Grovemor having a nomi- 
nation vacant may nominate a candidate. A list of the Life 
Governors is to be had from the Bursar of the College, the Rev. 
John S. Thomas, price 1*. 

Besides these " Foundation Scholarships " there are the fol- 
lowing, viz. : — 

1. Two " Senior Scholarships," each of the annual value of 
50/., and tenable as long as the holder is a member of the School. 
Competition open to all boys under 15, on January 1st, 1877. 

2. A " House Scholarship " of the annual value of 80/., tenable 
only in one of the large Boarding-houses, and so long as the 
holder is a member of the School. This Scholarship is confined 
to candidates not already in the School, and not having attained 
the age of 14 on January 1st, 1877. 
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N.B. A House Scholar is eligible also for Election tx) a Senior 
Scholarship; but he may not at any time receive on account of 
such Scholarship more than 25^. per annum, being the amount 
of the School Fees not covered by a House Scholarship. 

3. Six "Junior Scholarships," each of the annual value of 
30/., tenable at the College for two years, or until Election to a 
Senior Scholarship, and open to any boy under 14 years of age 
on the 1st of January, 1877. One or more Junior Scholarships 
may, should the result of the examination warrant it, be given 
for Mathematical proficiency. 

4. An " Ireland Scholarship," of the value of about 15/. per 
annum, confined to the sons of clergymen, and tenable as long 
as the holder remains at the School. Candidates must be under 
15 on the 1st January, 1877. 

5. A Scholarship called the '* Authors' Scholarship," tenable 
for one year, of the value of 15/., for proficiency in Mathematics, 
open to all boys under 17 on the Ist of June, 1877. If obtained 
by a boy not at present in the School, and over 16, he must 
qualify in Classics for the Fifth Form. 

Subjects. — Geometry of the straight line and circle. Algebra, 
Trigonometry, Analytical Geometry, Elementary Me- 
chanics, and Differential Calculus. 

6. Two Scholarships, each of the annual value of 20/., called 
** Modern School Scholarships," tenable for one year, but renew- 
able on successful competition. Open to all boys under 17 and 
15 respectively, on the Ist of January, 1877. 

duallfications for Election to the Foundation. — No can- 
didate not having attained the age of 10, or having attained that 
of 15, on the 1st of December previous to the examination, will 
be eligible for Election ; and on or before that day all nomina- 
tions must be in the hands of the Bursar. 

Mode of Election. — By competitive examination, whenever 
there are more candidates than vacancies for such Scholarships. 

In the examination allowance is made for age, and candidates 
under 12 years of age on the Ist of December are not examined 
in Greek. 

Tenure and Privileges. — The Election to the Foundation 
entitles the boy so elected to Tuition and Board at the College 
so long as he may remain there at a stated charge of 50/. x^ox 
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annum. A Foundation Scliolarsliip cannot be held by a House- 
boarder or a Home-boarder, but it is tenable together with any 
other Scholarship. 

XTniversity Preferment belonging to the Foundation.—

Qualifications for Admission, ftc— Pupils are not admitted 
under 9 or above 13, nor may they remain after 18 years of age, 
except with the Master's permission. Nor without tlds permission 
is any boy allowed to remain after 17 years of age, who has not 
reached the Fifth Form ; nor after 15 years of age, who is not fit 
for promotion from the Lower School. No pupil will be elected 
to an Exhibition if he shall have completed his 19th year on or 
before the 1st day of January next before the examination. 
The Master does not recommend the entrance of boys before 
they have learnt the rudiments of Latin, Arithmetic, and French. 
When these have been carefully taught, a boy may, as a general 
rule, enter the Lower School with advantage at 10 or 11. Inthe 
case of a boy above 13, a certificate of good conduct is required, 
together with a full statement of the books which the candidate 
has read, and is now reading, from the last master or tutor under 
whom he has been placed ; and no boy of 13 can be admitted 
unless he can pass such an examination in Latin, Greek, Eng- 
lish, and Arithmetic, as will qualify him for the Upper Third 
Form. After the age of 14 no boy can be admitted without 
qualifying for the Lower Fourth Form ; nor is any boy permitted 
to remain in the Lower School after the age of 15. 

Mode of Admission. — By examination. The place of a new 
boy at Marlborough is decided (with the exception of the Modem 
School) by his knowledge of Latin and Greek. Other branches 
of knowledge, such as Mathematics, French, History, and Scrip- 
ture, will be of the utmost service to him for future promotion ; 
but the Form in which he is placed at starting depends on his 
knowledge of Classics. Every new boy is examined shortly 
but carefully, (1) in Latin Prose composition, certain cases in 
Yerse ; (2) in construing, if possible, from a book already read ; 
(3) in Latin and Greek Accidence and parsing. For the Modern 
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School the entrance examination is in French and Mathematics ; 
for boys who are candidates for the higher. Form Grerman is 
required. 

In arranging the admission of a boy, his fuU name and age, 
with a notice of the time at which the admission is desired, 
shonld be sent to the Bursar, who will supply proper forms for 
the use of Life Governors and Donors ; and will issue all neces- 
sary instructions as to clothes, payments, &c., one month pre- 
viously to the day of entrance. For admission into the Private 
Boarding-houses, application should be made to their respective 
Masters. 

To insure admission to the College, it is necessary that timely 
application be made, as a considerable interval may elapse before 
a pupil entered on the books can be actually admitted. 

Board and Lodging. — Boarders are lodged in College and 
dine in College ; House-boarders either board entirely at the 
house of the Master with whom they live, or take partial board 
in the College ; Home-boarders must be boarded and lodged with 
their parents or guardians, or with some one standing in loco 
parentis. These latter are not entitled to partial board in the 
College.

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CHELTENHAM COLLEGE. 

Historical Summary. — Cheltenliain College is of more re- 
cent origin than Marlborongh College, whose constitution it 
seems somewhat to have followed. Cheltenham is a Proprietary 
School, the proprietary consisting of 650 shares, which entitle 
their possessors to a nomination of one Pupil for each share, the 
Council, if it sees fit, ratifying the nomination. A list of the 
Proprietors is published annually with the School lists, and 
application for a nomiration may be made to any Proprietor. 
The College was founded ** in order to provide a Classical, Mathe- 
matical, and general education of the highest order, on moderate 
terms, in strict conformity with the principles and doctrines of 
the United Church of England and Ireland ; religious instruc- 
tion forming a regular part of the teaching of each class."

The School Instruction. — The School is divided into three 
departments, the Classical Department^ the Milita/ry and Civil 
Department, and the Junior Department. 

(A.) The Classical Department. — In this department are 
taught all such branches of knowledge as shall prepare Pupils 
to enter the Universities, the learned professions, or the higher 
branches of the Civil Service. The course of study embraces 
English, Latin, Greek, French, Mathematics, History, Geo- 
graphy, and (in the higher Classes) German, Physics, Chemistry, 
and Natural Science. Its first division is under the immediate 
charge of the Principal. There is special preparation for the 
Competitive Examinations for the Indian Civil Service. There 
are Latin Classes also, in which no Greek is taught, and the 
time thus gained is given to other subjects. 

(B.) The Military and Civil Department. — In this department 
the course of study embraces English, Latin, French, German, 
Mathematics, History, Geography, and Drawing, and (in the 
Upper Classes) Experimental Science. Boys are prepared for 
the Competitive Examinations for admission at Woolwich, for 
the Indian Civil Engineer College, for direct Commissions in the 
Army, for Grovemment Offices, &c. 
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(C.) The Junior Department. — The studies of tliis department 
are so arranged that it may serve as a preparation for the other 
two departments, into which promotions from it are made 
according to individual proficiency. Particular attention is 
given to English Grammar, Spelling, and Writing ; to Arith- 
metic, History, and Geography, and to the rudiments of Latin 
and Greek. Classes are formed for instruction in French ; and 
Elementary Mathematics are taught, in lieu of Greek, to such 
boys as are intended to enter the Military and Civil Department. 
There is a special Class for preparation for the Examination for 
Naval Cadetships. 

The School System. — The boys at Cheltenham College are 
Boarders and Day-boys. The Boarders are lodged and boarded 
in the Boarding-houses, under care of certain of the Masters ; 
Day-boys are compelled by the School regulations to live in the 
house of their parents, " or of some one who is a near relative, 
or who stands in loco parentis." 

Foundation Benefits open to the Fnblic— None ; there is, 

however, an election to 12 Scholarships every May, viz. six 
Junior Scholarships of 40^. a year, tenable for three years in six 
specified Boarding-houses ; two Junior Scholarships of 20^. a 
year, tenable for two years by Day-boys or by Boarders in any 
house ; two Senior Scholarships of 40^. a year, tenable for three 
years by Day-boys or by Boarders in any house ; two Senior 
Scholarships of 201. a year, tenable for three years by Day-boys 
or by Boarders in any house. 

Candidates for the Senior Scholarships must not have com- 
pleted their 16th year before the 1st of January preceding the 
election ; nor candidates for the Junior Scholarships have com- 
pleted their 13th year before the same date. There will be no 
special work to be prepared. There will be no preference of any 
sort. There will be an allowance for age in the election to all 
Scholarships. 

Half of the number of Scholarships of each kind will be given 
for proficiency in Latin and Greek, with English and Arithmetic. 
HaK of the number of Scholarships of each kind will be given for 
proficiency in Mathematics, with Latin, French, and English. 

The Scholarships are tenable in either the Classical or the 
Military Department of the College. 
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The examination for Junior Scholarships is not the same as 
for the Senior. 

No boy can hold two Scholarships at the School at the same 
time. 

Mode of Admission to the School. — By nomination of a 

Proprietor, or npon application to the Head Master, and by 
preliminary examination. 

Qualifications for Admission. — Pupils are not admissible to 
the College after they have completed the age of 15 ; but if it 
appears to the Head Master that a boy's acquirements are such 
as to enable him to take a proper position in the School, and 
that his personal character is satisfactory, the Head Master has 
the power of suspending this rule in his favour. 

Boys are admissible to the Junior Department at the age of 
7 years; none leave it before 13, or remain in it after 13, 
except by permission of the Head Master. 

A distinct part of the College buildings is reserved for the 
use of the boys of this department, with somewhat shorter 
hours of afternoon work ; and a separate Boarding-house is 
opened for them. It is desired that all such boys should be 
sent to this house, but it is open to Parents to send them 
to other Boarding-houses, if they desire so to do, by special 
permission of the Head Master. 

Board and Lodging. — The charge for boarding, exclusive of 
the CoUege Fees, is in the large Houses, 57^. per annum, and in 
the Junior House, 64^. per annum for boys over 10 years of age, 
and 51^. for boys under that age, including everything except 
inedical attendance, tradesmen's biUs, and money advanced by 
order of parents.

The School Expenses. — The charge for education, including 
the entire course, and also including Gymnasium, Playground, 
and Library Subscriptions, varies from Vll.

per annum. For instruction in Drawing and Physical Sciences 
there is an extra charge in each case of 4/. 4*. per annum : and 
\l. is to be paid per annum by each Boarder for a seat in 
Chapel. Day-boys attending the Chapel Services pay 10*. per 
annum. No other extras, except for books, instruments, and 
stationery. 

The Tuition Fee (including Gymnasium, Playground, and 
Library Subscriptions), and that for a seat in Chapel, must be 
paid terminally in advance.

The School Instruction. — ** The education given ia that of 
our best Public Schools in Classics, Mathematics, and Modern 
Languages." 

The School System. — The School is a Boarding School 
essentially. With the exception of boys in Mr. Couchman's 
House, all Pupils are boarded and lodged in the College Build- 
ings and an adjoining House. The College is subdivided into 
six Dormitories or Houses, each of which is in charge of a House 
Master. The Junior Forms are lodged in the ** adjoining house " 
referred to, called Hailey House. 

There is a Modern Side in the College, limited in numbers, to 
which boys are admitted who are designed for some branch of 
the Public Services (Civil or Military), or for Civil Engineering. 
If any vacancies remain after such boys have been provided for, 
the claims of others are considered. Boys may pass from the 
Classical into the Modem Side, or enter it direct. In either 
case there is an entrance examination in Latin, French, Mathe- 
matics, and English Dictation. New boys wishing to enter this 
Side direct must first obtain the Master's permission ; but no 
boy will be admitted who does not prove, on examination, at 
least up to a good Fourth-Form level in the subjects specified. 
As a rule, it is thought better that boys should enter on the 
Classical Side, even when designed ultimately for the Modem 
Side. 

Every boy on the Modem Side is charged 21. 2s, per term 
extra, to cover the greater expense of education. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— Kone ; but two 

Scholarships of 30^. per annum, and one of 20/. per annum, are 
open to competition annually to all boys, whether at the School 
or not, under the age of fourteen. 

Mode of Admission to the School.— By application to 
the Secretary, Eev. Lewis Deedes, M.A., Bramfield Rectory, 
Hertford. There is an entrance examination in which boys 
must reach a certain standard according to age. The principal 
subjects of this examination are Latin and Greek Grammar and 
Construing. Arithmetic and French are also required. 

Qualifications for Admission. — No Pupil will be admitted 
to the School, except with the special sanction of the Master 
under 12 or above 14 years of age. No Pupil caxL x<«s>a^csy S:^ 
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the Lower School after 16, or in the Upper School after 
18 years of age, except by the special leave of the Master. 
This leave is granted to boys in the Upper Sixth Form up to 
the age of 19. 

Board and Lodgings. — Pupils are boarded and lodged, as 
has been stated, in College.

An Entrance Fee of 5 guineas is required from each Pupil on 
his admission. 

There are certain voluntary extras ; but the average of the 
payments for a fall year, tradesmen's bills and all extras in- 
cluded, is 89Z. 7*. ^d. In Mr. Couchman's House the terms are 
95 guineas for Sons of Clergymen ; 105 guineas for Sons of 
Laymen.

The School Instruction. — ^The course of instruction is the 
same for all Pupils in the Junior School, and is such as to give 
a sound elementary knowledge of Latin, Greek, English, and 
Arithmetic ; above this the College branches into three Depart- 
ments or Sides : — 

1. The Classical Side, which has special reference to the 
Universities, and comprises aU the subjects usually taught 
at a Public School, including French, Gferman, Mathematics, 
and Physical Science. 

2. The Modem Side, in which the Education consists of 
Mathematics, Latin, Physical Science, Modem Languages, 
EngHsh History, Language, Literature, and Composition, &c. 

3. The Military and Engineering Side, which is intended 
specially for boys who are to enter the Royal Military Academy, 
Woolwich ; the Indian Civil Engineering College, Cooper's 
Hill ; or the Profession of Civil Engineering ; or who wish 
to compete for a Commission in the Army. 

Physical Science forms part of the regular work in all Forms 
excepting the two highest on the Classical Side, where a choice 
is allowed, and the two lowest Forms in the Junior School. 

There are two Laboratories, one for instruction in Practical 
Chemistry, and the other for Practical Physics ; there is also a 
well- stocked Botanical Garden ; and four Masters devote nearly 
the whole of their time to the teaching of Physical Science, 
attention being chiefly given (1) to Chemistry, (2) to Expe- 
rimental Physics, (3) Natural History — Botany, Zoology, and 
Physical Geography. 

The School System. — " All boys at the School must board 
either with relations or in one of the Boarding-houses licensed 
by the Head Master.*' The Boarding-houses, excepting for the 
Junior School, resemble those at Rugby, with private studies 
distinct from the sleeping-rooms. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— None ; but the 

following Scholarships will be open for competition at Mid^ 
summer, 1877, viz. : — 1. Entrance Scholarships, two or more, 
open to boys of 12 and upwards. 2. {a) The Guthrie Scholar- 
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ships, open to boys under 17 ; two or more. (5) Scholarships 
open to boys under 16 ; two or more, (c) Scholarships open to 
boys under 15 ; two or more. 3. The Cay Scholarship for 
Mathematics. 

The Scholarships vary from 25/. a year to 50/., which may be 
increased to 90/. a year from a Special Fund. 

Qualifications for Admission to the School.— Before the 

admission of any boy into the College, a certificate of good con- 
duct and character is required from his former master or tutor, 
which should be sent to the Secretary at least a fortnight before 
the date at which he is to enter. This certificate should state 
the length of time that the Pupil has been with such master or 
tutor. 

Boys may enter the Preparatory School at the age of 7 
years, the Junior School at the age of 10 years, the College till 
the age of 15. 

Mode of Admission. — Boys are admitted on nominations of 
Shareholders, and eveiy share confers the perpetual right of 
nominating one Pupil. For the convenience of non-shareholders 
the Council have a limited number of nominations at their 
disposal, which can be rented at the rate of 4/. 10*. per annum 
each. 

AppHcations for nominations to be addressed to the Secre- 
tary ; all other communications to the Head Master, the College, 
Clifton, Bristol. 

An Entrance Examination to the College is held on the last 
day of each vacation, at which boys whose names are down for 
admission must present themselves previous to being admitted. 

Board and Lodging. — Boarders are lodged and boarded in 
certain of the Masters' Houses. 

House Masters. — The Head Master, Rev. John Percival, M. A., 
LL.D. ; Rev. T. E. Brown, Mr. Dakyns, Rev. E. Harris, and 
Mr. Dunn. Boys in the Junior School are boarded with the 
Rev. B. Hartnell, Rev. R. B. Poole, and Rev. P. A. Phelps, and 
in the Preparatory School with Mr. Mansfield. These latter are 
moved into the other houses as they become old enough. 

The School Expenses. — ^Tuition and School Fees, 25/. per 
annum ; Boarding Fees, 72/. per annum ; ditto for boys under 
13 years of age, 60/. per annum ; Sanatorium, 1/. Is.i^<5x^x^\^»a3a.. 
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The Yolnntary Extras amount to about 16/. 10«. per annum. 
In the Junior School the Fees are as follows : — Tuition, 25/. per 
annum ; Board, 60/. per annum for boys under 13, and 72/. per 
annum for boys over that age ; Sanatorium, 1/. 1*. per annum. 
In the Preparatory School: — Tuition, 25/. per annum; the 
charge for Board is the same as in the Junior School. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions.— (1) Tenable at the School, — 

Those already mentioned. (2) Tenable after leamng the School. 
— Three Exhibitions to one of the English Universities, of the 
value of 25/. a year each, which may be increased to 50/. a year 
from a Special Fund, will be open to competition in July next. 
Candidates must have been Pupils of the College for a period of 
not less than two years immediately previous to the date of 
election. It is the intention of the Council to offer three Exhi- 
bitions, as above described, annually until further notice. 

Holidays. — In the Spring, about a fortnight, commencing 
about the middle of April ; in the Summer, about seven weeks, 
commencing in the last week of July ; a Christmas Vacation of 
about four weeks, commencing a few days before Christmas 
Day.

Historical Summary. — ^Brighton College, which is a Pro- 
prietary, was established in the year 1847, for the purpose of 
providing a Liberal Education for the sons of noblemen and 
gentlemen. Its system is not exclusively Classical; English 
Literature, Modem Languages, and Science being taught in a 
greater or less degree throughout it. Special reHgious instruc- 
tion, in conformity with the principles of the Established 
Church, forms part of the regular course.

The School Instruction. — The College includes a Lower 
and an Upper School. The Lower School consists of the First 
and Second Forms, and is preparatory to the Upper School.

The Upper School embraces two divisions. 

The coarse of education in the Classical Division is that nsnal 
in Public Schools. It consists mainly of Classics, Mathematics, 
and English Literature and History, but includes also French 
and Natural Science. 

In the Modem Division the subjects taught are Latin, English, 
French, German, Mathematics, Science, and Drawing (School of 
Art). Greek is not taught. 

Both these Divisions aim at imparting a thorough liberal 
education ; the former having in view rather the requirements 
of the Universities and the learned professions ; the latter, 
those of the Army and commercial life. 

There is a good Laboratory, in which practical instruction in 
Chemistry is given to any boy who is sufficiently advanced to 
profit by it ; and a well-fitted Carpenter's Shop, superintended 
by a quahfied instructor. 

The School System. — The boys attending the College are 
Day-boys and Boarders. The Day-boys live with their parents 
or guardians, or with some one standing in loco 'parentis^ in the 
town ; the Boarders are lodged and boarded with certain of the 
College Masters. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— None; but 
there are certain Scholarships, tenable at the School, open to 
boys already entered at the School. 

Qualifications for Admission to the School. — A certificate 

of good conduct and of efficient health is required. Boys are 
admitted at the age of 9. 

Mode of Admission. — Boys are admitted into the College by 
nomination. Nominations may be obtained — 

1. By purchasing a Share, the price of which is 25/. Persons 
wishing to become Shareholders should communicate with the 
Secretary. 

2. By presentation from a Shareholder. This is matter for 
private arrangement. Lists of the Proprietary may be obtained 
on application to the Secretary of the College. 

3. By presentation from the Council. Pupils nominated by 
the Council are charged 1/. per term in addition to the ordinary 
College Fee. Application should be made through the Secre- 
tary. 
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Pupils are admitted at the commencement of each term, in 
January, May, and September. 

No boy can remain at the College after he is 18, except by 
special permission of the Council. 

Board and Lodging. — Pupils are boarded and lodged, as 
has been already stated, with certain of the Masters.

The School Expenses. — The College Fees for Tuition, which 
must be paid in advance, are as follows : — Under 10 years of 
age, 11. 10*. per term ; from 10 lo 15, 9/. ; above 15, lOZ. 10*. 

Ordinary stationery, exercise-books, paper, blotting-paper, 
pens, &c., are supplied to the Pupils at a fixed rate per boy, for 
the present, of 6*. 60?. per term, payable in advance. 

The Extra Fees (which are optional, and which must be paid 
to the respective Instructors) are: — Drawing, \l. 8*. per term ; 
Piano, 2^. 2*. per term ; Carpentry, 5*. per term ; but for 
Drawing in the Modern Division there is no extra charge. 

The Sons of Clergymen are received at a reduction of one-third 
the usual College Fees, and of 10^. 10*. on the ordinary charge 
for board and lodging at the different houses. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1) Tenable at the School. 
— Five Council Scholarships, one of 20^., oue of 15/., and three 
of 10/. a year each respectively, open to all boys attending the 
College who shall not have completed their 15th year on the last 
day of the examination at which the Election takes place ;

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competition every second year to boys who shall have been not 
less than three years at the College ; three Scholarships, called 
the " Soames " Scholarships, of the value of 50/. a year each, 
tenable for three years at Oxford or Cambridge, open to compe- 
tition, one every year, to boys who shall have been not less than 
three years at the College. 

Holidays. — Three weeks in April, seven weeks and a half 
from the last Thursday in July, four weeks and a half from the 
third Tuesday in December.

The School Instruction. — The course of study is so arranged 
that boys may be specially prepared (1) for the Universities and 
the learned professions ; (2) for the Army, the Navy, the Home 
and Indian Civil Services, and for mercantile pursuits. 

The School System. — The Pupils attending the College are 
Boarders and Day-boys. No boy, however, can attend the Col- 
lege as a " Day-boy " except he be living in the house of his 
parents, or of some one who stands to him in loco parentis, 
without the special permission of the Head Master. 

The College is divided into two departments, both under the 
immediate management and supervision of the Head Master — 
(1) the Classical Department ; (2) the Modem Department. In 
the Classical Department study is chiefly directed into tha%<^ 
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cHannels which are followed by the English Universities, in- 
cluding Divinity, Latin, Greek, French, English Literature, 
Language, and History, Geography, Mathematics. In the 
Modern Department the course of study embraces Divinity, 
French, German, History, Mathematics, Geography, English 
Literature, History, and Language, and Natural Science. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public —None. At pre- 
sent there are no Scholarships other than those offered to com- 
petition of boys already on the School roll. 

Qualifications for Admission. — Boys are admitted into the 
College from the age of 9 years on satisfactory evidence of 
good health, &c., &c. 

Mode of Admission. — By application to the Head Master. 
All boys are expected to pass an Entrance Examination, upon 
the results of which will depend the after position assigned to 
the candidate in the School Classes. 

Board and Lodging. — Pupils are lodged either in the " Col- 
lege House," under care of the Rev. the Vice-Master, or in York 
House, under supervision of the Rev. W. J. Batchelor. 

The Head Master also receives a few Boarders in his private 
house. 

The terms for Tuition, Board, Lodging, and Laundress in the 
houses, including the College Tuition Fee, are : — (1) under 13 
years of age, 70 guineas per annum ; (2) over 13 years of age, 
80 guineas per annum. 

In the Head Master's house the terms, exclusive of College 
Fees, are 100/. per annum. 

The School Expenses. — ^The charge for Tuition is 11. 7*. 
a term (three in the year) for Pupils nominated by Share- 
holders, and 8/. 8*. a term for those nominated by the Council. 
The Fees for Pupils under 10 years of age will be 1/. 1*. a term 
less. Such charges must be paid in advance. Drawing, 1/. 3*. ; 
Music, 2/. 16*. per term. Stationery, Sanatoriuna, Library, 
Cricket-field, seat in Chapel, \l. 2s. 6d, a term. 

All Pupils of the College have the privilege of admission to 
the Sanatorium in case of sickness. Medical Attendance and 
Board are not included in this fee. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions.— (1.) Tenable at the School. 
— In the month of July there are offered to competition of boys 
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already on the School roll two Scholarships, of the annual 
value of 40/. and 20/. respectively. (2.) Tenable after leaving 
the School. — A Scholarship of 50/. per annum, tenable for three 
years at Oxford or Cambridge, open to all boys who have been 
not less than two years in the School. 

Holidays. — ^There are three Vacations in the year, com- 
mencing severally, the middle of April, the last week in July, 
and a few days before Christmas. 



ROSSALL SCHOOL. 

NEAE FLEETWOOD, LANCASHIRE. 

Historical Snmmaxy^ — Rossall School was founded in 1844 
(principally through the exertions of the Rev. Canon Beechey), 
with the object of educating, at a moderate cost, the Sons of 
Clergymen and others, on a plan similar to that of Public Schools, 
and embracing a general course of instruction in Science and 
Modem Literature. The system combines the advantages of a 
Public School arising from residence in Masters' Houses, with 
uniform discipline and oversight of a single management for all. 
While all the Masters are responsible to the Head Master for 
personal care as well as instruction, and the boys have free access 
at all times to their own Form Masters, or to the Head Master, 
each boy is assigned to a House Master specially, for moral and 
religious training and general supervision out of School. The 
Preparatory School was established by the Council of Eossall 
to prepare young boys for PubHc School life. The House is 
situated about a mile from Rossall, and placed under the charge 
of a married Clergyman, subject to the general supervision of 
the Head Master of Rossall. The House is near the shore ; it 
will accommodate, at present, 32 boys.

The School Instruction,— Rossall School is divided into two 

distinct departments for instruction — the Classical and the 
Modem Schools ; but the discipline and domestic arrangements 
are the same in each, and the control and management of both 
under the Head Master. 

The lowest Class in the School forms a Lower or Introductory 
School for the Classical and Modem Schools alike, and in this aU 
boys are required to learn Latin, but no Greek is taught in it. 
The differences in the Courses of Education provided in the two 
depai-tments may be understood from a comparison of the fol- 
lowing list of subjects of study : — Classical :' Divinity, Greek and 
Latin Books, Composition, History, and Geography, Arithmetic, 
Mathematics, French, Drawing, Writing. Moder^i : Divinity, 
Arithmetic and Algebra, Geometry, Higher Mathematics, Eng- 
lish Language, French, German, Latin, History and Geography, 
Chemistry, Writing and Bookkeeping, Drawing. 

The Classical side, where the chief instrument of education is 
Language, is recommended by the Head Master for general 
education for the Universities, for Law and Medicine. The 
Modem side, where the basis of education is Mathematics, is 
adapted for training boys for the Army, Navy, and business. 

The School System. — Rossall School is essentially a Board- 
ing School. The boys are lodged in Houses in the School 
buildings, under care of certain of the Masters, and take 
their meals in Hall. 
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Foundation Benefits open to the Public— l^one; but about 
eight or ten Entrance Scholarships are oflTered for competition 
every year. Two or three of these are entitled Senior Scholar- 
ships, and open to all boys (whether members of the School or 
not) under 16 years of age on Lady-day (March 25th) preceding 
the examination. These are tenable at the School for three 
years (or longer on recommendation of the Head Master). The 
remainder are entitled Junior Scholarships, and open to all boys 
under 14 on the Lady-day preceding. These are tenable for two 
years. The Scholarships range in value from 10/. to 40/. The 
examination is held in the month of September. The subjects 
of examination for the Entrance Scholarships are — Greek 
translations (easy passages from dramatists or historians), Latin 
translations (easy passages from Virgil, Ovid, Livy, or Csesar, 
&c.), Latin Prose and Verse (easy), Greek and Latin Grammar, 
General Questions (on Divinity, History, &c.), and Arithmetic. 
For the Greek translations, boys are allowed the use of Lexicons ; 
for the Latin translations, of Dictionaries ; for the Latin Prose, 
of Latin-English and English-Latin Dictionaries ; for the Latin 
Verse, of Dictionaries and Gradus. For boys who wish to take 
in Mathematics rather than Classics, alternatives for the above 
are set in Algebra, Euclid, and Elementary Trigonometry. 

Candidates may be examined either (1) at Bossall School, 
Fleetwood, Lancashire, where board and lodging can be provided 
during the examination ; or (2) in the hall of St. John's College, 
Oxford, as they prefer. The papers will be the same at each place. 

Qnalifications for Admission to the School.— No Pupil 

is admitted under 7 years of age at the Preparatory, nor at 
Rossall under 10 nor above 15, except with special sanction of 
the Head Master. 

Mode of Admission. — By application to the Head Master, 
accompanied by testimonials from previous school or tutor. A 
preliminary examination is held, upon the result of which depends 
the place a boy may take in the School. 

Board and Lodging. — The expenses under this heading are 
included in the " School expenses."

Pupils not nominated pay, if sons or dependent wards of Clergy- 
men, 60 guineas ; if sons of Laymen, 70 guineas. 

A donation of 60 guineas entitles the donor to a single nomi- 
nation. A donation of 100 guineas constitutes the donor a Life 
Governor, and entitles him to vote at all general meetings, and 
to have always one pupil in the School on his nomination.^

Easter, three weeks.

The School Instrnction. — The regular course of Instruction 
includes Divinity, English, French, German, Latin, Greek, 
Ancient and Modern History and Geography, Arithmetic, 
Navigation, Mathematics, Natural Philosophy, Chemistry, 
Writing, Bookkeeping, Mapping, and Drilling. Lectures are 
given on Scientific and General Subjects each term. 

After a boy has passed through the Lower School, he may be 
specially prepared for any Public Examination or Profession, 
on application to the Principal. ^ 

The School System. — The boys attending the Royal Naval 
School are Boarders and Day-boys. The former live in the 
School, the latter reside with their parents or guardians. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— None; but 

the following, which may be read in the light of Foundation 
privileges, are reserved to the Sons of Naval and Marine 
Officers : — 

1. According to Act of Parliament, the Royal Naval School 
is bound, in virtue of a grant from " Lloyd's Patriotic Fund," 
to board and educate 12 boys gratuitously in perpetuity; 
and in virtue of Donations of 600Z. from Life Governors, 3 
other Pupils are gratuitously maintained. The office of the 
Secretary of " Lloyd's Patriotic Fund " is at No. 14, Cornhill, 
London, E.C. 

2. According to Act of Parliament, the Royal Naval School 
is bound, in consideration of an amount received from the 
" Royal Patriotic Fund," to board and educate 7 Pupils in 
perpetuity, on an annual payment of 7/. from each. The office 
of the Secretary of the " Royal Patriotic Fund " is at No. 3, 
St. Martin's Place, Trafalgar Square, W.C.

3. Her Majesty has the right of always having one Nominee, 
the Son of a Naval or Marine Officer, of ward-room rank, 
boarded and educated at the School gratuitously ; and H.R.H. 
THE Pbince of Wales and H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh, 
in virtue of their donations of 500/. each, are Life Governors, 
and are each entitled during life to the like privilege. 
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4. The **■ Ogle " Scholarship : gratuitous Board and Educa- 
tion to the Son of a Post Captain, R.N. 

6. The vacancies for " Board and Tuition " at the School, at 
\bl. per annum, are filled up by boys selected by the Contri- 
butors. One vote is given for an annual subscription of 5*., 
and one vote for a donation of two guineas paid in one sum, and 
in the hke proportion for additional annual subscriptions and 
donations. The number of votes that each contributor is 
entitled to can be ascertained from the amount of contributions 
in a list to be had from the Secretary of the School, price 1*. 

The elections take place annually in November. A list of 
the Candidates and a voting-paper are sent to contributors 
before the election. All persons can vote who become contributors 
before the day of election, and voters absent from England may 
authorize any friend or relative to vote in their stead. 

Qualifications for Admisfiion to the School.— The primary 
object of this School being to board and educate the Sons of 
Naval and Marine Officers, " of not lower than Ward-room rank," 
in necessitous circumstances, its greater benefits are reserved 
for such boys ; but the Sons of Civilians are admissible to the 
School at a somewhat increased rate of charge for Board and 
Tuition. No boy is admitted under the age of 8, or allowed 
to remain after the age of 18. No boy can be admitted 
unless he produces a certificate of good conduct from his last 
school or tutor prior to admission, and satisfactory evidence 
of age. 

Mode of Admission. — By examination of an elementary 
nature in English Grammar, Arithmetic, and Geography. 
French, German, and Latin are added subjects for boys between 
the ages of 12 and 15. 

The School Expenses. — For Boarders : for Sons of Officers 
in the Royal Navy or Marines, of Ward-room rank (preference 
being given to those of Members of the Corporation), 42/. 10*. 
per annum, with a Nomination from a Debenture Holder or 
Subscriber of 101} ; 46/. per annum without a Nomination. 

All Naval and Marine Officers, of not lower than Ward -room

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rank, may become Members of the Corporation by paying 
annually not less than one day's half -pay of their respective 
ranks. The Widows of such OflS.cers may also become Members 
by paying in like manner the amount of one day's pension ; and 
Guardians of those OflS.cer's Children, by paying the amount of 
one day's half-pay or pension of the last surviving parent. 
Naval and Marine OflS.cers of the required rank, who are no 
longer continued on the Navy List, and who have not been 
removed therefrom for misconduct, are eligible to all the advan- 
tages arising from the Institution, by subscribing at least one 
day's amount of half -pay of the rank to which they had attained. 

A limited number of the Sons of Naval and Marine Officers in 
necessitous circumstances are admitted on lower terms. Appli- 
cations for particulars to be made to the Secretary of the School. 

For Grandsons, Nephews, and Stepsons of Officers in the 
Eroyal Navy or Marines of Ward-room rank, Sons of Officers in 
the Army, Sons of Civil Servants of the Crown, 48^. per annum 
(no nomination required). For Sons of Gentlemen not in the 
Service of the Crown, 68Z. per annum (no nomination required). 
The number of these Pupils is limited. These charges include 
Stationery, Washing, and Medical Attendance. 

For Day-boys : for Sons of Officers in the Royal Navy or 
Marines of Ward-room rank, preference being given to those of 
Members of the Corporation, 15Z. 16*. per annum if under 12 
years of age; 18?.

A Nomination for a Commission in the Royal Marines is 
usually given by the First Lord of the Admiralty. 

The Yarborough Scholarship (value about 33/.) is given as a 
Naval Prize, and is open to competition amongst the Sons of 
Officers of the Royal Navy or Marines. 

Other Nominations are occasionally given for competition 
amongst the Pupils.

NEAR WOKINGHAM, BERKSHIRE. 

Historical Summary. — ^Wellington College was founded by 
public subscription in honour of tbe memory of the great Duke 
of Wellington, for the Education of the Sons of Deceased 
Officers " who shall have borne Commissions in Her Majesty's 
Army, or in the Army of the late Hon. East India Company.*'

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The Sohool Instruction. — ^The School is diyided into two 

Departments :* — 

1. Classical and Greneral. 

2. Mathematical. 

The education in the Classical Department is not limited to 
any special or professional pnrpose, but is Classical and General 
npon the Public School system, comprising English, Greek, 
Latin, at least one Modem Language (French until the Fifth 
Form, after that German is added to or substituted for it). 
Mathematics, and Natural Science. All these subjects form 
regular portions of the School work, i. e. (1) they are all taught 
within the proper limits of School hours ; (2) they are encouraged 
in the same way, and proficiency in each of them advances a 
boy's place in the School ; (3) none are extras in the School 
accounts. Boys are classified, and taught in Mathematics, 
Natural Science, and Modem Languages, according to their 
proficiency in these subjects. Boys in the higher Forms of 
this Department are supposed to be preparing for University 
Examinations. 

The education in the Mathematical Department di£Fers from 
that in the Classical mainly, in the following : — 

1. The amount of time given to Mathematics is largely in- 
creased, and that subject has the preponderating weight in 
deciding promotions. 

2. Both French and German are taught simultaneously, and 
the time given to them is considerably increased. 

3. Greek is entirely dropped and Latin diminished. 

The purpose of this Department is mainly to prepare boys 
for Woolwich and other Examinations in which special stress is 
laid on Mathematics. 

Natural Science (Botany, Physical Geography, Chemistry, 
Physics) is taught regularly in both Departments of the Upper 
and Middle School, with the exception that boys just promoted 
from the Lower into the Middle School, and a few who are 



^ This statement applies exactly to the Upper and Middle School 
only. The Lower School prepares for both Departments. A boy 
entering the Lower School need not learn Qreek.

specially backward in Mathematics, give for the time additional 
hours to that study instead of learning Science. 

Drawing and Singing are taught to all boys in the Lower 
and Middle School, and boys in the Upper School have the 
opportunity of continuing them if they wish it. 

The School System. — The boys at Wellington College are 
either Foundationers or Non-Foundationers. "Wellington Col- 
lege is essentially a Boarding-school, no Day-boys being ad- 
mitted. The Scholars (Foundationers and Non-Foundationers) 
are boarded and lodged in College, with the slight exception 
hereinafter mentioned. There is a Preparatory School for boys 
between 10 and 12 years of age. 

Foundatioii Benefits. — These exclusively belong to Sons of 
Officers who within five years of their death had been either on 
full or half pay. None others are eligible to the benefits of the 
Foundation of Wellington College. 

Qualifications for Election. — As above. No boy can be 
elected to the Foundation below the age of 10 years or above 
the age of 14, the age of the candidate being reckoned by the 
date of election by the Governors, and the election is in every 
case conditional on the boy's passing the entrance examination. 
Boys between 10 and 12 are admitted into the Preparatory 
School on passing the prescribed standards of examination. 
Boys between 12 and 14 are admitted into the College on 
passing the prescribed standards of examination. 

On behalf of all candidates for election to the Foundation, a 
certificate from their last instructor must be forwarded to the 
Secretary, to the efiect that the boy can pass the prescribed 
standard of examination. 

Mode of Election. — Foundationers are elected by the Gover- 
nors present at half-yearly meetings held for that purpose 
in March and June in each year. All canvassing for the 
election of Foundationers is strictly forbidden, and applicants 
by resorting to the practice will endanger their prospect of 
success. 

The Eoyal Commissioners of the Patriotic Fund have the 
privilege of having always 18 boys of their nomination. Sons of 
Deceased Officers of Her Majesty's Army, on the Foundation of 
the College, subject to a payment of 5/. a year each boy.

A paper will be set, or some questions asked, in all Standards 
on tiie Elements of Bible History, English History, and 
Geography. 

Tenure and Privileges. — ^No boy is allowed to remain in 

the Lower School beyond the age of 14J ; in the Middle School 
beyond the age of 16 ; in the Lower Y. (Classical School), or 
Lower I. (Mathematical School), beyond the age of 17 ; in the 
Upper Y. (Classical School), or Upper I. (Mathematical School), 
beyond the age of 18. No boy is allowed to remain in the 
School beyond the age of 19. 

The charge for a boy on the Foundation is hi,, 10^., or \hl, a 
year, as may be determined by the Governors in each case at 
the time of election, with reference to the circumstances of the 
family. A sum of 10/. per annum for clothing, books, &c., is 
allowed to each boy, and is payable in equal proportions at the 
end of every term to his parent or guardian. This annual 
charge for each Foundationer includes Board and all branches 
of the Education, Stationery used in School, Medical Attendance, 
and Washiug. 

Each boy has a private room, with bed and washing-stand. 
Furniture may (with certain hmitations) be added by parents. 

University Preferment belonging to the Foundation.— 

None belongiug exclusively to the Foundation. The late Lord 
Derby, in July, 1865, gave to Wellington College the sum of 
1350/., being the amount of the profits up to that time of the 
sale of his Translation of the Iliad, in order to found an Annual 
Gift of 54/., to be paid in July to such one of the Foundationers, 
above 16 years of age, being then about to leave, or who during 
the preceding eleven months had left the College, as should 
during his residence have been most distinguished for industry 
and general good conduct. 

Expenses of Foundationers.— These are purely personal, 
with the exception of those above stated. 

Non- Foundationers. 

Qnalifioations for Admission.— Civilians' Sons are eligible 
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for admission ; but boys, candidates for admission as Non-Foun- 
dationers at 80^. per annum, must be the Sons of Officers in the 
Army, who within five years of the boy's admission or of the 
Officer's death shall have been on full or half pay. Boys cannot 
be admitted under the age of 12, nor, unless iu exceptional 
circumstances, over the age of 15. Before the admission of any 
boy into the College a certificate of his good conduct and cha- 
racter will be required from his former master or tutor, and no 
boy can be admitted who has been expelled or removed for mis- 
conduct from any other School. 

Mode of Admission. — By application to the Head Master, 
and conditional on the necessary Entrance Examination being 
passed. The subjects of examination are given under the 
Standards of examination for Foundationers, and are the same 
in all respects ; and there are two Entrance Examinations held 
for each admission — the^r*^, late in the term before; the 
second, on the first day of the term in which the boy is to be 
admitted. Parents can choose between the two examinations. 

Board and Lodging. — Non-Foundationers and Founda- 
tioners both are boarded and lodged in College under the 
following Masters, viz. : —

Mr. Carr receives in his house a limited number of Boarders, 
who are in all respects Members of the College. Terms, 135^. a 
year. 

Mr. Griffith also receives 30 boys in his house. Terms, 
125 guineas. 

Mr. Kempthome also receives 30 boys in his house. Terms, 
125 guineas. 

Mr. Barford, the Medical Officer, also receives Six Boarders 
in his house. 

School Expenses of Non-Foundationers. — 110^. per annum. 
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A limited number (not to exceed 80) are admitted at 80/. per 
annum, being Sons of Officers in the Army who within five 
years of the boy's admission, or of the officer's death, shall have 
been on full or on half pay. These sums cover all charges of 
Maintenance and School Tuition. 

ScholarsMps and Exhibitions. — 1. Tenable at the School. — 

Junior Scholarships open to boys, whether already in the School 
or not, who shall have been between the ages of 12 and 14 on the 
1st oi Jujie jyreceding — two at 50Z. a year each, two at 40Z, a year 
each, two at 30/. a year each ; all tenable for two years. These 
Scholarships are annually examined for in June. Scholar- 
ships open only to Members of the School under 16 years of 
age — ^two at 50/., one at 40/. ; tenable for three years. 

2. Tenable after leaving the School. — Optionally — one at 50/., 
tenable for three years, either in the College or at the Univer- 
sities ; and^one at 30/., tenable for two years, for subjects studied 
in the Modem Department, tenable either in the College, at 
Woolwich, or the Universities. 

Holidays. — There are three vacations in the year — one of 
seven weeks commencing on the last Tuesday in July, one of five 
weeks at Christmas, and one of three weeks at Easter. All boys 
must return punctually at the time appointed.

It is endowe-I with 
an annual sum towards its maintenance, derived from certain 
estates left in 1442 by Jom» Ca&fexter, Town Clerk of the City 
of London.

The School Instruction. — The object of the School is to 
furnish a liberal and useful education for the sons of respect- 
able persons who are engaged in professional, commercial, 
or trading pursuits, without the necessity of removing thorn 
from the care and control of their parents. The conrso 
of instruction includes the English, Latin, Greek, Sanskrit, 
French, and German languages; Mathematics, Arithmetic, 
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Writing, Book-keeping, Geography, History, Drawing, the 
elements of Chemistry and Natural Philosophy, Elocution; 
and Vocal Music. The Scriptures are read and taught in the 
School, and the business of each day commences and terminates 
with prayer. 

The School System. — ^The boys attending the school, gene- 
rally, are Day-boys. Five of the Masters, however, receive pupils 
of the school as Boarders at their private residences. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— None ; but the 

Scholarships tenable at the School are as valuable if not more 
valuable than any belonging to any other public school in the 
kingdom. The Scholarships most immediately affecting boys 
not yet in the School are the four" Sassoon " Scholarships tenable 
for 4 years at the School, of the value of 10^. the first year, 
15/. the second, 20/. the third, and 35/. the fourth year, open to 
all candidates " in the School or out of it," under the age of 
13 on the 1st day of June, in which the examination is held. 

Candidates must send in their names to the Secretary (from 
whom a form of application may be obtained). City of London 
School, Milk Street, Cheapside, E.C., together with Certificates 
of age and of character, on or before the 15th of May in each 
year. The Certificates of character must be signed by the Head 
Master of the School at which the boy is or has been studying, 
or (if the boy has not been educated at School) by the person 
conducting his education. 

The examination takes place on the first Tuesday in June in 
each year, at 9 a.m., at the City of London School. 

The subjects of examination are English, Arithmetic, History, 
and Geography. No special books are prescribed, and it is un- 
necessary for Candidates to seek any further information as to 
the details of the examination. 

Qualifications for Admission to the School.— Boys are 

admissible at any age between 7 and 15 years, and may remain 
until 19. 

Mode of Admission, &C. — The mode of admission is by an 
application according to a form obtained of the Secretary, which 
is required to be signed by the parent or guardian, and also by 
some member of the Corporation, either Alderman or Common 
Councilman. Members are not limited as to the number of

recommendations they may sign. A knowledge of Aritlimetic 
as well as Beading and Writing is requisite for admission into 
the lowest class of the school. No boys can begin Latin till 
they have mastered Arithmetic np to Simple Proportion, and 
acquired a fair knowledge of English Grammar and Composition, 
with the outlines of Geography, and of French Grammar to the 
verbs avoir and 6tre. It is also desirable that pupils who wish 
to enter a class where Latin is studied, should know the pro- 
perties of air and water, and their elements. It may be stated 
that elementary books used in the School, for Arithmetic and 
Latin, are Barnard Smith's Arithmetic and Smith's Principia 
Latina, Part I. 

Board and Lodging. — As the Boarders attending the City of 
London School are limited, and not within the " School System," 
it is perhaps necessary to say that the Committee of the School 
are not responsible for the terms, domestic arrangements, &c., 
of the Boarding-houses, which are entirely under the control of 
the respective Masters. 

Boarding-house Masters. — These areas follows : Mr. Thomas 
Sharpe, 19, Torriano Avenue, Camden Eoad Villas, N.W„ 
Terms 20 guineas per term ; Mr. G. E. Dodson, Ravensknowle, 
Anerley, S.E., Terms 17 guineas per term ; Mr. W. G. Rush- 
brooke, 13, Cathcart Hill, Highgate, Terms, 7o guineas per annum ; 
Mr. J. T. Ablett, 23, Devonshire Street, Islington, N., Terms 
40 to 60 guineas a year ; Mr. John Emery, 15, Dagnall Park 
Villas, South Norwood, Terms 15 to 16 guineas per term. 
These charges in no case include Tuition Fees. 

The School Expenses. — The charge for each pupil is lOZ. 10*. 
per annum, payable in advance ; viz. 3/. 10*. at the commence- 
ment of each term. Printed books and drawing materials are 
furnished as required, and are charged for at reduced prices, in 
each term account. The only extra fee is for instruction in 
Drawing, 14*. each term, also payable in advance. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1.) Tenable at the School.^^ 

Eight Carpenter Scholarships (in memory of John Carpenter, 
the Founder of the School). Candidates must be between 11 and 
16 years of age, and have been at least three years in the School. 
The advantages are gratuitous education, and books to a value 
not exceeding 2^. per annum ; 25^. per annum towards mainte- 
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nance, &c. ; and 50/. on leaving the School, provided the Scholar 
continues therein three years after election, and obtains a cer- 
tificate of merit and good conduct during that period from the 
Head Master. 

If a Scholar proceeds to the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, 
or London, the allowance of 25/. per annum is continued for a 
further period of four years.

Hours of Attendance. — The hours of attendance are from 
9 to 3 daily (Wednesdays and Saturdays excepted), allowing 
an interval from 12 to half-past for refreshment. 

Holidays. — Five weeks in the Summer, three weeks at 
Christmas, and eleven days at Easter. 
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Historical Samnary. — ^The Royal Hospitals of Christ's, 
Bridewell, and St. Tlioinas the Apostle, were founded by the 
same Charter of King Edward the Sixth, dated the 26th of June, 
1553. Christ's Hospital was established on the site of the 
Monastery of the Grey Friars, and it is said the King was incited 
to its foundation by a sermon preached before him by the pious 
Bishop Ridley. The institution, rich as it is, has little or no 
income derivable under the charter ; its large endowments being 
principally received under legacies and donations made at 
different periods of the School's history. The yearly income of 
Christ's Hospital is probably larger than that received by any 
other Foundation School in England, being at the present time 
estimated at 70,000^., increasing annually. It is mere reitera- 
tion to say that Christ's Hospital is one of the noblest charities 
in the world. 

The Oovermng Body. — The Governors, in whom election to 
the Foundation is vested. A General List containing the names 
of all the Governors, but not indicating their turns for Presen- 
tations, is published at the counting-house of the Hospital, at 
a charge of 2*. 6c?., and can be procured at any time. A list of 
the Governors in turn to bestow Presentations is likewise pub- 
lished there, usually about the middle of March in each year, 
price 1*.

The School Instruction. — A thorough Classical and Mathe- 
matical Education is given at Christ's Hospital to the boys 
generally. A Mathematical Education to fit boys for entering 
the Navy and Mercantile Marine is given to those of the Mathe- 
matical Foundations. A Commercial Education is given to boys 
who show no aptness for Classical study, and are at a certain age 
not prepared to take a place in the Upper Grammar School, with 
a view of entering the senior classes of " Grecians " and " Deputy 
Grecians " to compete for the annual University Scholarships. 

The School System. — The boys are lodged in the dormitories, 
and take their meals in Hall. The boys are not permitted 
to leave the School except on " Leave Days," and without special 
permission of the Masters or Warden. Christ's Hospital has 
immensely improved in every way during the last few years and 
can hold its own now beside many of the best of our Foundation 
Schools. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— This is strictly 

speaking a Foundation School, observing at the present day the 
intentions of its Founder King Edward the Sixth, in providing a 
school where the children of the deserving poor might be clothed, 
maintained, and educated free of all cost to the parents. If 
rather wide application is now given to the term "deserving 
poor," it is not to be questioned that the great majority of the 
children educated at Christ's Hospital are the children of parents 
whose circumstances are such as entitle them to the benefits of 
the charity ; and that they are for the most part " deserving," 
may well be left to the judgment and discretion of the Governors 
to determine. 
Qualifications for Election. — The principal regulations ax<^ 
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briefly: — ^tliat children must be between 8 and 10 years of 
age, and free from disease as well as from any physical defect 
which would render them unable to take care of themselves ;^ 
that their parents (if one, or both be living) have not adequate 
means of educating and maintaining them ; and that the children 
have not such means of their own. It is particularly requested 
by the Committee of Almoners, that persons who are in no real 
need of assistance from a Charitable Foundation like Christ's 
Hospital, and have no fair ground of claim, from reverse of cir- 
cumstances, inadequacy of means, or the like, for aid from others 
in the maintenance and education of their children, will refrain 
from importuning the Governors for Presentations or seeking the 
admission of their children into the Hospital. Parents and 
others who apply by letter to Governors for Presentations 
should state their cases clearly and fully, but without needless 
detail, and should in each letter mention the number of their 
dependent children, and the full name and age of the particular 
child whom it is desired to benefit ; and they are requested to 
understand in the event of receiving no answer, that their 
applications cannot be complied with, 

It may he added that the privilege ofruyminating or presenting 
Children for admission being exercised hy the Governors in their 
individtml capacity {although subject in each case the conside- 
ration and veto of the Governors assembled), applications for 
Presentations are not to be addressed to the Govamors generally, 
as a body, or to the Committee ; but a Presentation is to be sought 
from an individual Govemxyr, 

Mode of Election. — ^All boys are required, as a preliminary 
to admission, to pass an examination as to their attainments ; 
such examination being graduated according to age. 

Admissions of boys take place at meetings of the Governors, 
held in February, March, April,. May, June, September, October, 
and November. (No admissions in January, July, August, or 
December.) 

All boys are sent, immediately on their admission, to the 

1 These points are ascertained by an examination made by the Medical 
Officers at the Hospital the day previous to the meeting of the Governors 
for the admission of children. 
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Hospital's Preparatory School at Hertford, whence boys are 
drafted periodically, according to their progress, to the London 
Establishment. 

The subjects of examination for admission are as follows : — 

Between 8 and 9 Years of Age, — To be able to read with 
facility any elementary book, to write legibly, and to say the 
Multiplication Table. 

Between 9 and 10 Years of Age, — In addition to the fore- 
going, to be able to spell fairly from dictation and to work the Four 
Simple Rules of Arithmetic. Although the Latin Accidence is 
not made an obligatory subject, yet it will be of advantage to 
boys to offer themselves for examination in the elements of 
Latin Grammar, in addition to the several subjects above men- 
tioned. The Latin Grammar used is Dr. W. Smith's " Principia 
Latina." 

The admission of any boy who may fail in the educational 
examination which applies to the particular case, as specified, 
or who may not be passed by the Medical Officers, will neces- 
sarily be postponed ; and a child who cannot successfully pass the 
educational examination by the age of 11 years, will be deemed 
inadmissible. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions.— The Exhibitions to the Uni- 
versities are mostly provided out of the Hospital's Exhibition 
Funds, arising from the income of various benefactions. To 
these may be added the " Moses " Exhibitions, the " Thompson " 
Exhibition, the " Rowes" Exhibition, the " Times " Scholarship, 
and the " Pitt Club " Exhibition. 

Information in regard to Presentations. — A written 

statement, showing the amount, or average amount, of the 
parental income, with particulars of its source or sources, the 
total number of children in the family, and of these how many 
are still young and dependent, and any other relevant circum- 
stances, is in each case required to be made in the petition on 
the form of Presentation, for the consideration of the Court or 
Committee of Governors, who have the power to reject any case 
which they may not deem a proper one for admission to the 
charitable advantages of Christ's Hospital. 

The form of Presentation is to be obtained from the individual 
Governor presenting, and the boy's name in full is to be in- 
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scribed therein in tlie liandwriting of sucli Governor, with a 
statement of his conscientions belief that the boy so presented 
is a proper object for admission into the Hospital. Certificates 
of the parents' marriage, and of the boy's birth and baptism, 
mnst in all cases be produced before the boy's admission, and 
be permanently deposited at the Hospital, with the Presenta- 
tion. When a boy is brought to the counting-house with a view 
to admission, after the completion and deposit there of the 
Presentation and all other necessary documents, the personal 
attendance of the parent (if living) is required, to answer any 
further inquiries the Court or Committee may think proper to 
make as to the pecuniary or other circumstances of the case. 

Holidays. — Four weeks at Christmas, five weeks at Mid- 
summer, and about a fortnight at Easter. The first Wednesday 
in each month is a Leave Day, on which boys are permitted to 
visit their friends. 
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[The College is situated between the thoroughfares of the Strand 
and the Thames Embankment, close to the Temple Station of the 
Metropolitan District Itailtoay, by means of which easy access 
can be obtained from the more distant parts of London and 
from the Suburbs. There is an entrance to the College from 
the Thames Embankment.^ 

King's College School is a branch of King's College, London, 
opened in 1830. The Pupils of the former are wholly separated 
from the Students of the latter institution.

The School Instrnction.--In the Upper School Claa«\fiaL

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Division it is intended to prepare Pupils for the Universities, 
for the Theological, General Literature, and Medical Depart- 
ments in the College, and for the learned professions. The 
regular course of instruction comprises Divinity; the Greek, 
Latin, and French Languages ; Mathematics and Arithmetic ; 
Writing and Geography. German is taught at hours fixed by 
the Head Master, on payment of 1^. 1*. per term. Listruction 
in Drawing may be obtained by all Pupils on Tuesday and 
Friday, after the regular School hours, on payment of 1/. \s. 
per term. 

In the Upper School Division of Modem Instruction it is 
intended to prepare Pupils for general and mercantile pursuits, 
for the Department of Applied Sciences in King's College, the 
Matriculation Examination of the University of London, for 
the Home Civil Service, and for the Military Academies. The 
regular course of instruction includes Divinity ; Latin ; Mathe- 
matics and Writing ; English History and Geography ; French 
and German ; Geometrical, Freehand, and Landscape Drawing, 
including Landscape in Pencil and Water-Colour, Perspective 
from Plans and Elevations, and from Objects, Architectural 
Tinting, and Drawing from Models in Chalk. The Class of 
Geometrical Drawing is open to all boys who have a competent 
knowledge of the Elements of Euclid and Decimal Fractions ; 
the Commercial Class to all boys approved by the Head Master. 
A Course of Lectures is delivered each term on some branch of 
Experimental Science. 

In the Middle School each Class is divided into two sections 
learning Greek or German, the one preparing for the Classical, 
the other for the Modem Department. The boys of this 
Division attend the Elementary Lectures on Natural Science ; 
they see the experiments performed, and are required to give an 
account of each Lecture. Book-keeping is taught in this 
Division, and special attention is paid to Writing, French, and 
Arithmetic. All the boys in this Division learn Drawing, 
Landscape and Geometrical. 

The Lower School is so arranged as to be adapted for boys of 
a very early age, and to supersede the necessity of preparatory 
training in other Schools. 

It may be mentioned in connexion with the foregoing, that 
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one of the features of this School is its admirable system of 
" Special Classes." 

The School System. — Pupils attending the School are 
principally Day-boys residing with their parents or guardians 
or friends. Boarders,, however, are admissible to the School, 
and these are lodged and boarded with certain of the Masters. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public—None. 

Qualifications for Admission to the School.— The general 

age of admission is from 8 to 16 years, but boys requiring 
special preparation for the Military, Medical, and Legal Exami- 
nations, for Civil Service appointments, or Mercantile life, can 
be entered above this age, subject to the approval of the Head 
Master. 

Before entering a Pupil, the Head Master must be furnished 
with a testimonial of good conduct from the applicant's last 
instructor, as well as such particulars with respect to his pre- 
vious studies as may lead to a correct classification. 

Mode of Admission, &C. — Boys take their place in the 
School according to the degree of knowledge they have attained 
at previous schools or from previous tutors. Application for 
admission to the School had best be made to the Head Master 
at Bang's College School, London, by letter. All boys above 
the Middle School will be placed in whichever division their 
parents or guardians shall select. Pupils may at any time, with 
the sanction of the Head Master, be moved from one division 
to the other. 

Days and Hours of Attendance.— The duties of each day 

commence at 9.30 with Divine Service in the College Chapel, 
from which no boys are allowed to absent themselves without 
the special permission of the Head Master. 
The hours of attendance are — 

Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday, from 9.30 to 3. 

Wednesday „ „ „ 1. 

Saturday „ „ „ 12. 

No boy is allowed to leave the School precincts during these 
hours, except in the case of those allowed to leave at the dinner 
hour for the purpose of dining. 

Board and Lodging. — The Boarders entered at King's 
College School are restricted to the houses under control of 
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the Masters licensed to the care of Boarding-honses by the 
Council.

The terms for Boarders in the Head Master's house may be 
ascertained on application to him. The terms in other Board- 
ing-houses are 20 guineas per term, payable in advance, exclu- 
sive of the College Fees. One guinea per term is charged for 
Washing, and one guinea at entrance. One term's notice in 
case of removal. 

The School Expenses.— The fees for the whole regular 
course of instruction are : — For boys entering under 16 years of 
age, 8Z. per term ; for boys entering over 16 years of age, 10^. 
per term, including stationery and the use of books. There are 
three terms in the year. An additional sum of 2«. 6c?. is charged 
in the Michaelmas term. All fees are payable in advance. 

Upon entrance, the fees of the first term must be paid, 
together with the sum of 2Z. IS*. 6rf. for Entrance Fees. 

Each Pupil of the School, on entering his second term, 
is expected to contribute the sum of one guinea towards the 
expenses of the restoration of the College Chapel. 

Private instruction is afforded all Pupils who may desire it ; 
but this, and extra instruction in any subject is charged for. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions.—Cl.) Tenable at the School. 
— The " Forest " Scholarship of 30/., tenable for three years, for 
Classics and Divinity, is open to Pupils of the Classical Divi- 
sion. A Mathematical Scholarship of 30/., tenable for three 
years, is open to Pupils of the Classical and Modem Depart- 
ments, and the ** Inglis " Scholarship of 20/., tenable for one 
year, for English Literature, is open to Pupils of the Classical 
and Modern Departments. These Scholarships and Exhibitions 
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are open to all boys who, having been fonr complete terms in 
the School, were not 18 years of age on the 1st of June pre- 
ceding the election. 

Sixteen boys are, from time to time, elected by the Council to 
be Choral Exhibitioners of this College. The duties of Choral 
Exhibitioners are, to sing, during term, in the College Chapel 
on Sunday morning, and on such other occasions as shall be 
appointed by the Principal, in addition to giving such attend- 
ance for practice as the Director of the Choir shall appoint. 
In consideration of these services, they receive, free of expense, 
all necessary instruction in Vocal Music, and pay only half the 
fees required from other boys, viz. 4d. per Term, including sta- 
tionery and the use of books.

DULWICH, NEAE LONDON. 

Historical Summary. — Dulwicli College was founded in 
1619 by Edward Alleyn, nnder Letters Patent of King James 
I., by which licence was granted Alleyn to establish a College 
" to endure and remain for ever," and to be called " The College 
of God's Gift in Dulwich, in the County of Surrey." The 
Manor of Dulwich — ^which constitutes the most important part 
of the endowment of the College — was purchased by Alleyn in 
1606 from Sir Francis Calton, to whose ancestor, Thomas Calton, 
it had been granted by Henry the Eighth on the dissolution of 
the Monastery of Bermondsey. The College was reconstituted 
by Act of Parliament in 1858.

The School Instruction. — The subjects in which instruction 
is given are as follows, viz. : — Religious Knowledge, English 
Literature and Composition, History, Physical and Political 
Geography, Arithmetic and Mathematics, Classics (Greek and 
Latin Language and Composition), French, German, Physical 
Science, Drawing, Singing. 

The organization of Dulwich College is that of a single School, 
with provision for instruction in special subjects by means of 
additional classes open to all boys above a certain standing, but 
the disintegration of the School by division into independent 
" sides " is carefully avoided. Under this system all boys alike 
(irrespectively of the particular pursuit or profession for which 
they may be intended) receive instruction in those subjects which 
are regarded as essential to a liberal education. These subjects 
are the several "English" subjects, Latin and French, Arith- 
metic and Elementary Mathematics. With a view, however, to 
adapt the methods of instruction to the requirements of boys of 
different ages, the School is divided into three sections — the 
Junior Section, the Senior Section, and the Sixth Form — within 
each of which an independent classification is made for each 
several subject or group of subjects, viz. Form Work (including 
English, Latin, and French), Mathematics, Greek, German, 
Science, and Drawing. 

The School System. — Dulwich College is a Day School on 
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the system of the other principal London Schools ; but boys 
attending the college, otherwise than as Day-boys from their 
own homes, are allowed to board in one or other of the authorized 
Boarding-houses attached to the College. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public. — Eesidents in the 

Parishes of St. Giles, Oamberwell; St. Botolph, Bishopsgate; 
St. Luke, Finsbury ; and St. Saviour, Southwark, are entitled 
to have their sons educated at the College at about 3Z. a year 
less than is charged for the education of boys residing without 
the limits of these parishes. 

Qualifications for Admission to the College. — Candidates 

must be between the ages of 8 and 15 years, and be of good 
health and character. 

Mode of Admission. — By application, on the part of the 
parent or next friend of the candidate, to the Master of the 
College on a form provided for that purpose. Candidates are 
expected to pass a preliminary Entrance Examination graduated 
according to age. 

Board and Lodging. — The authorized Boarding-houses are 
those of the Rev. Gr. Yoigt, M.A., Sydenham "Villas, Dulwich ; J. 
B. Parish, Esq., M.A., The Blew House, Dulwich Common ; Mrs, 
Dryland, Elm Lawn, Dulwich Common ; Mrs. Field, Plasgwyn. 
Dulwich. 

All Boarding-houses are under the supervision and control of 
the Head Master. The charges for Boarding (covering all ex- 
penses, exclusive of the College fees) vary from 45 to 55 guineas 
a year. 

The School Expenses. — ^The College fees include all charges 
whatever for instruction in the several departments. They are 
payable at the College (in advance) in proportion of one-third 
of the annual fee at the commencement of each of the thi*ee 
School terms, and are as follows : — 

For sons of residents in the privileged districts, namely, the 
Parishes of St. Giles, Camberwell ; St. Botolph, Bishopsgate ; 
St. Luke, Finsbury ; and St. Saviour, Southwark : — Under 13 
years of age, 12Z. a year ; above 13 years of age, 15Z. a year. 
For all others. — ^Under 13 years of age, 15Z. a year ; above 13 
years of age, 18Z. a year. 

Boys supply, at their own cost, all Books and Stationery, aadw 
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snch materials as are required in the Chemical and Drawing 
departments.

Hall for all boys attending the School, whether Day-boys or 
Boarders.

HouKS OF Attendance. — Morning, 9 to 12.30 ; afternoon, 2 to 
4.30 in summer, 2 to 4 in winter. Half -holidays on Wednesday 
and Saturday; but on those days morning attendance is ex- 
tended to 1 p.m. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1.) Tenable at the School. — 

Scholarships of 20Z. a year each are awarded upon examination 
every year to boys between 12 and 14 years of age. Of these 
Scholarships, twenty-four are tenable during the continuance of 
the holder at the School, and the remainder for three years. (2.) 
Tenable after leaving the School, — Exhibitions, of the value of not 
more than lOOZ. a year each, are opeo without restriction to the 
competition of all boys who have been not less than two years in 
the College. They are tenable for four years, provided that the 
holder be resident at one of the English Universities, or be a 
" student of some learned or scientific profession, or of the Fine 
Arts." These Exhibitions are at present limited in number to 
eight, and in value to 50Z. a year each. 

Holidays. — Six weeks and a half in Summer ; four weeks and 
a half at Christmas ; twelve days in the month of April.

Historical Summary. — Arclideacon Johnson's Grammar 
School and Hospital at Uppingham, was founded about the 
year 1684, and endowed with certain lands and impropriations. 
The sons of inhabitants of Oakham, Uppingham, and the neigh- 
bouring towns of Rutland had originally certain benefits offered 
them in the way of education at the School, which is now prin- 
cipally supported by boys from other counties.

The School Instruction. — ^The subjects of secular instruction 
taught in the School are English, Latin and Greek Languages 
and Literatures ; Arithmetic and Mathematics ; History and 
Geography ; Natural Science ; French and German ; Drawing ; 

The religious instruction given is in accordance with the 
doctrines of the Church of England. 

The School System. — The School is a Boarding and Day 
School.

The School Instruction. — The object of the Foundation is 
to " supply a liberal Education in accordance with the principles 
of the Church of England," and the subjects of " secular instruc- 
tion" are prescribed to be : — English, Latin, and Greek Lan- 
guages and Literatures; Arithmetic and Mathematics, Greo- 
graphy and History, at least one branch of Physical Science,

ST. ANDREW'S COLLEGE, BRADFIELD, 

NEAR READING. 

KNOWN AS BEADFIELD COLLEGE. 

Historical Summary. — This now very successful Public 
School appears to have had its origin in the following way : — 
In 1848 the Rector of Bradfield (the Rev. James Stevens), having 
restored, and in great part rebuilt, tbe parish church, resolved 
upon forming a small School for boys who might, as choristers, 
improve the music of the Church Services. This School was 
opened in 1860; but the original purpose of improving the 
Church Music becoming, in time, secondary to the aim of secur- 
ing for the boys the best possible education, in the prosecution 
of such aim Mr. Stevens extended the plan of his School. In 1853. 
having carefully considered a scheme, he founded St. Andrew's 
College. This institution to a certain extent perpetuates the 
original charitable purposes of the Choristers' School in that it 
offers gratuitous board and education to a certain number of 
boys, sons of poor gentlemen or clergymen ; but it is greatly 
extended in its beneficence, and at this time ranks among the 
foremost of the prominent Schools of England. The College 
was incorporated by Royal Charter in 1862.

The School Instmction. — The general course of study for 
boys intended for the Universities is Classical and Mathematical, 
with French and German. There is a Modem Side of the College, 
where boys are expected to study the English, Latin, French, 
and German Languages ; Divinity, History (Ancient and Mo- 
dem), and Mathematics. 

Younger boys received into the College are appointed, in the 
first place, to the Lower School, passing by examination to the 
Upper Schools, and to the Classical or Modem Side of these as 
parents may desire. 

The School System. — The Pupils attending the College are 
" Founder's boys*' and Commoners, all of whom are boarded and 
lodged within the College buildings. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— There are 16 

" Founder's boys," so called, who, by the School Statutes, are 
required to be " either Fatherless or the sons of poor gentlemen 
or clergymen," and who are lodged, boarded, and instructed 
gratuitously upon terms of equality in all respects with the 
** Commoners." An Election for " one Founder's boy at least" 
is held every year. 

Qualification for Election. — As above. Candidates are 
further required to be under the age of 16 years. 

Mode of Election. — By competitive examination, which is 
held annually in the month of December. Papers (to be an- 
swered in writing without help of any kind) are given in some 
or all of the following subjects, viz.: — 1. Divinity; 2. Gram- 
mar; 3. Translations — Latin into English; 4. English into 
Latin ; 6. Greek into English ; 6. English into Latin Yerse ; 
7. Arithmetic, Algebra, and Euclid. 

Printed forms of application for candidates are to be obtained 
from the Secretary ; and no application is entertained after the 
1st day of December in each year. 

Tenure and Privileges. — Successful candidates may x^^ssasa. 
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on the Foundation until after the age of 18, provided it is their 
intention to proceed either to Oxford or Cambridge. 

Every boy is charged for Books and Stationery ; 1 guinea a 
term for Medical Attendance and the Sanatorium ; and 1 guinea 
a term for the Laundress. 

XJniversity Preferment belonging to the Foundation.-— 

None belonging exclusively to the Foundation. 

The Commoners. 

Qualification for Admission.— By the School Statutes it is 
provided that " in the Warden alone shall be vested the admission 
and rejection or expulsion of all boys," and that, " in addition 
to the Founder's boys, the Warden shall have the privilege of 
admitting, as resident Pupils in the College, such number of boys 
called Commoners as he shall think fit ; yet so as that the 
nnmber of Commoners in residence at any one time do not ex- 
ceed 300." Boys are admitted to the School from 9 years old 
and upwards, to begin residence after the Easter, Midsummer, 
or Christmas holidays. 

Mode of Admission. — By application to the Warden, from 
whom a printed admission form may be obtained, furnishing all 
necessary information. 

Board and Lodging. — The boys are boarded and lodged, as 
has been before mentioned, in College. 

The School Expenses. — The College Dues, which are inclusive, 
are, for " Commoners,** 100 guineas a year, payable in advance 
by three equal instalments. One guinea a term is charged for 
Medical Attendance and the Sanatorium ; a like sum for Laun- 
dress ; and Books and Stationery are also charged for. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (l.) Teruible at the School. 

—One or more Exhibitions of 26/. a year will be open every year 
to boys under the age of 16, who may be candidates for admission 
to the School as Commoners and intended for Oxford or Cam- 
bridge. The examination for these Exhibitions will be Com- 
petitive, and no award will be made except in favour of a boy 
who is really well informed and promising. Besides the School 
Exhibitions, open for general competition, one Exhibition is 
promised every year for the next four years for the boy who may 
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be first in order of merit at the yearly examination (having 
testimonial of general good conduct and successful dilligence 
from the Head Master) of two Schools, specified by the Head 
Master.

annually held. The Scholarships are four in number, and 
tenable for four years, of the annual value of 601., 60/., 30/., and 
20L respectively. For the first two years from the date of elec- 
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tion the holders are regarded as probationers; if satisfactory 
progress has been made they will be re-elected. 

Qualifications for Admission to the School.— Boys of 14 

must be qualified for the Lower Fourth Form, boys of 13 for 
the Third Form, and boys of 12 for the Second Form.

MANCHESTER GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 

Historical Sunmiary- — The Free Grammar School at Man- 
chester was founded sometime prior to the sixteenth year of Henry 
the Eighth's reign, by Hugh Oldham, a native of Oldham, and 
some time Bishop of Exeter, a prelate renowned for the generous 
support he gave to the furtherance of Classical learning in 
England. The foundation was enlarged by Hugh Bexwyke 
Clerk.

The School Instruction. — The School is di^ded into Clas- 
sical and Modem Language Sides, which are combined for the 
purpose of instruction in Mathematics, Drawing, and Writing. 
The Classical Side has for its object the preparation of boys for 
the Universities and the learned professions. The Modem Lan- 
guage Side aims at giving a thorough knowledge of French and 
German, and elementary instruction in Physical Science, and at 
fitting boys for Mercantile pursuits. Separate instruction is 
^ven to boys who have to pass the Examinations of the Phar- 
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maceutical Society and the Preliminary Law and Medical 
Examinations. 

In all parts of the School considerable stress is laid npon the 
Arithmetical and Mathematical work. There is one Form con- 
sisting principally of picked candidates for Mathematical 
Scholarships at the Universities, or for Woolwich, the Civil 
Engineering College, &c., in which the higher parts of Mathe- 
matics form the main subjects of instruction. 

All the boys on the Modem Language Side attend Elemen- 
tary Lectures on Science. There are three Forms in the higher 
part of the School in which Physics and Chemistry (both theo- 
retical and practical) constitute the principal subjects of instruc- 
tion. The purpose of these Forms is the preparation of boys 
for the Science Scholarships at the Universities or for the pro- 
fessions in which a knowledge of Science is required. All the 
boys who are taught Science are, with few exceptions, sent in 
for the Government Examinations held by the Science and Art 
Department. 

The School is recognized as a local School of Art in con- 
nexion with South Kensington. The subjects taught in the 
Drawing School are : — 1. Freehand, Perspective, and Model 
Drawing. 2. Practical Geometry and Machine and Building 
Construction. Special opportunities of instruction are given to 
those boys who are designed to become architects or engineers, 
or to follow any other pursuit in which skill in Drawing is 
essential. 

The School System. — The School is a Day School, at which 
the Scholars are principally residents of Manchester and its 
neighbourhood. An election of free Scholars is held by the 
Trustees twice in the year. They are guided in their choice 
both by the merits of the candidates and the circumstances of 
their parents. 

Admission and Fees, &C. — Boys are admitted into the School 
by the High Master at the commencement of each term. A 
form of application, to be signed by the parent or guardian, may 
be had of the Receiver. The fee is 4 guineas a term, and must 
be paid in advance. A full term's notice in writing is required 
to be given to the Receiver before the withdrawal of any boy 
from the School. 
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Ko boy is admitted into the School except on condition of 
conformity to the Bnles laid down by the authorities. The 
discipline of the School is in the hands of the High Master. 
Begolarity and punctuality in attendance are expected and 
strictly enforced. A notice of the absence of any boy is sent at 
once to his parent or guardian, and a note of explanation ex- 
pected. !N'o cause, except illness, is recognized as a sufficient 
excuse for non-attendance, unless the permission of the High 
Master be previously obtained. 

The cost of the Books, Stationery, &c., used in the School by 
a boy in any Form below the Sixth is estimated at 2 guineas a 
year, for which sum the School will, if the parents desire, con- 
tract to supply them. 

Terms, School Hours, and Holidays.— The School year is 
divided into three terms. Michaelmas term commences in Sep- 
tember, Lent term in January, and Midsummer term in Apnl. 
The regular holidays consist of six weeks at Midsummer, four 
at Christmas, and two at Whitsuntide. The hours of attendance 
are from 9 to 12.30 a.m. and from 1.46 to 4 p.m. on every day 
except Saturday, when there is a whole holiday. There are 
optional Classes held on Saturday Morning, and from 4 to 4.45 
p.m. on other days, when additional instruction (without extra 
fee) is given in the ordinary subjects of School instruction and 
a few others, as Italian, Book-keeping, Phonography, &c. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1.) Tenable at the School. — 

The Shakespeare Scholarships, founded to encourage the study 
of the English Language and Literature— two of 20^., tenable 
for two years ; and two of 14^., tenable for one year. The com- 
petition is open to all boys under 17 who have been a full year 
at the School, and have passed a preliminary examination in Ele- 
mentary Classics and Mathematics. The Langworthy Scholar- 
ships, 20 in number, of the value of 20/., and tenable in the 
School for one year as follows : — Six to boys under 17, seven to 
boys under 18, and seven to boys tinder 19 years of age. (2.) 
Tenable after leaving the School. — Two or more Scholarships 
at Brasenose College, Oxford, varying in annual value from 
50/. to 60/., and tenable for five years, fall vacant every year. 
They may be held along with Open Scholarships of the 
College, and with the Eickards or Brackenbury Scholarships. 
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tNo boy is eligible who has been less than two years at the 
School. 

There are five Exhibitions at St. John's College, Cambridge, 
of the annual value of 60Z., and tenable for three years. One 
falls vacant every third year, and two in each of the two inter- 
vening years. They may be held with Scholarships or Open 
Exhibitions of the College, and with the Bickards Scholarship. 
No boy is eligible who has been less than two years at the 
School. 

In 1869 a sum of money was subscribed by the inhabitants of 
Manchester in recognition of the public services of Charles H. 
Bickards, Esq., formerly a Scholar and now a Trustee of the 
School. With the funds thus raised Mr. Bickards founded a 
Classical Scholarship of the annual value of 50^., and tenable 
for three years, at either University. 

In 1870 and 1872 the late Miss Brackenbury founded six 
Scholarships of the annual value of 45^., and tenable for three 
years, at any College in the University of Oxford. Two are 
awarded annually for proficiency in Classics, Mathematics, or 
Physical Science, in a fixed rotation. 

In .1874, Mr. George Thorley and Mr. E. W. Boylance, as 
executors of the late Philip Wright, Esq., of Lower Broughton, 
transferred to Wadham College, Oxford, the sam of 2440^., which 
has been applied to the foundation of two Exhibitions in con- 
nexion with the Manchester Grammar School. They are of the 
annual value of 50/., and tenable for four years. They may be 
held with Open Exhibitions or Scholarships of the same College, 
and with the Bickards or Brackenbury Scholarships. 

Three Exhibitions were founded in 1861 for the purpose of 
enabling the holders to continue their studies at Owen's College 
after leaving the School. One Exhibition, tenable for three 
years, and worth about 17/. a year, is offered for competition 
annually. 



DURHAM SCHOOL. 

Historical Summary. — ^The Grammar School at Durham 
is coeval with the Foundation of the Cathedral Church by King 
Henry the Eighth, on the 12th of May, 1541. By the 28th 
chapter of the original Statutes it was ordained that there should 
be constantly maintained at the School, free of all charge, 18 
poor boys " whose friends are not able to give them education." 

The Ooyeming Body. — The Dean and Chapter of Durham. 

The Masters. — Head Master, Bev. Henry Holden, D.D. 
Second Master, Bev. B. C. Caffin, M.A. Mathematical Master,

The School Instruction. — In the Classical and Mathematical 
Department such subjects as are ordinarily taught boys pre- 
paring for the Universities. In the Modem Department, the 
course of instruction is in English, Latin, French, History, 
Geography, Arithmetic, Mathematics, and the Elements of Na- 
tural Science ; particular attention being paid to any subject that 
a boy may be required to prepare for any future examination. 
A sound knowledge of the English Language, with Composition 
in it, is made an especial object. Book-keeping is taught, if 
required. 

The School System. — ^The boys are lodged and boarded in the 
Head Master's and the Second Master's Houses. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— There are 18 
King's Scholarships, of the annual value of very nearly 40/. (30/. 
in money, besides exemption from Classical Fees), tenable at the 
School for four years, to which period a fifth year is, if required, 
added by the Dean of Durham. The Dean and Chapter fill up 
the vacancies every year, on the first Saturday after the 20th of 
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November, by examination ; and any one under 15 years of age, 
wJietber previously at the School or not, is admissible as a can- 
didate, provided always that his parents are not in wealthy 
circumstances. 

Qualifications for Admission to the School.— Good charac- 
ter and efficient health. Boys are admissible at 8 years of age. 

Mode of Admission. — By application to the Head Master. 
A preliminary examination is held before admission to the School, 
the result of which decides the place which a boy is to take in 
the School. 

The School Expenses. — ^The School Fees are as follows : — 
Instruction in English, Latin, and Greek 9 guineas a year. 
For boys too young to learn Greek . . 7 ditto.

for boys under 12, 40 guineas a year. In the Second Master's 
House the charges are the same. "Washing in each of the houses, 
4 guineas per annum.

Eighteen King's Scholarships, the regulations concerning which 
are given under " Foundation Benefits," &c. (2.) Tenable after 
leaving the School. — Three Exhibitions (one usually vacant every 
year) of 30^. a year each, at St. John's College, Cambridge. Two 
Scholarships of Ihl. a year each, founded by Dr. Hartwell, Canon 
of Durham, and tenable at any College or Hall at Oxford or 
Cambridge. Five Scholarships of \0l. a year each, founded by 
Bishop Cosin, at St. Peter's College, Cambridge. One Scholar- 
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sliip at Emmanael College, Cambridge, of 16^. a year, for wliicli a 
preference is given to Durham and Newcastle Schools. One 
Scholarship of 30?. a year at the University of Durham. One 
Scholarship of \hl, a year at the University of Durham. One 
Exhibition of 40/. a year, founded by Ealph Lindsay, Esq. (for- 
merly a King's Scholar at Durham School), and tenable at the 
University of Durham, by natives of the diocese who have been 
educated at the School for three years. The Patynson Scholar- 
ship at Christ's College, Cambridge (value about 20/. a year), 
was founded by Dr. Patynson, with a preference to natives of 
Northumberland, or, in default of such, to natives of the diocese 
of Durham ; in default of such again, it is open to all. The 
nomination to it is vested in the Dean and Chapter of Durham, 
who are not obliged, however, to nominate a boy from their own 
School. 
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NORWICH. 

Historical Summary. — ^The ancient Grammar School of the 
City of Norwich was originally founded and endowed by the 
Bishops of the see. The Masters were appointed by them, col- 
lated as to a benefice with cure of souls, and inducted into the 
School-house by the Archdeacon of Norwich. At the Reforma- 
tion this City School was abolished, and its place supplied by 
the Endowment of King Edward YI. The Letters Patent 
founding the present School bear date 13th May, 1547. It is 
therein entitled, " The First Foundation of King Edward YI." 
The School is endowed to the extent of about 1400^. a year. 
Among changes efPected in the original constitution of the School 
the follo\^ng are the most important : — (1.) The abolition of the 
class of Free Boys ; (2.) the establishment of a " Commercial 
School," with entirely distinct buildings and premises, and with 
its own Master and Assistants ; (3.) the foundation of three 
Exhibitions, tenable for three years, of the annual value of 60/. 

The present School was originally the Chapel of St., John the 
Evangelist, and was built by John Salmon, Bishop of Norwich 
and Chancellor of England under Edward the Second. The 
south porch was added by Bishop Walter Lyhart, Henry the 
Sixth's Ambassador in Savoy. 

The building was sectdarized in 1548, and became the property 
of the City of Norwich. In Queen Elizabeth's reign, the School 
was thoroughly repaired and adapted for its present purpose at 
the cost of the citizens.

The School Instruction. — ^The course of education pursued is 
identical with that of other Public Schools, and includes two de- 
partments, the " Classical " and the " Modem." In the former 
boys are carefully trained for a University career ; in the latter 
their attention is chiefly directed to Physical Science and Modem 
Language. 

The School System. — The boys at the School are of two 
classes. Boarders and Day-boys. The Boarders are lodged and 
boarded in the School-House under the Head Master's care, and 
in the Mathematical Master's house. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— None. 

Qualifications for AcQnission. — No boy can be admitted 
before he has completed his 8th year, nor allowed to remain 
after he has attained to 19 years of age without special leave 
of the Head Master. 

The School Expenses. — The terms for Boarders in the School- 
House are 70 guineas a year. In the Mathematical Master's 
House they are 60^. 

These terms include all expenses for Board, Tuition, Subscrip- 
tions, Washing, and everything for which money is not actually 
paid out. 

The terms for Day-boys are 16?. 10^. a year. These terms 
cover all expenses of Tuition, Subscriptions, &c. 

Day-boys attending the School from a distance can dine in the 
hall. The charge is 14 guineas a year. 

Boys learning Drawing or German pay in each case an extra 
fee of 1?. a year. 

ScAoIarsllipsand Exhibitions. — (1.) Tenable at the School, — 
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Six Minor Scholarsliips offered for competition to boys under 16 
and 16, and of the valne of 16/. and 12/. respectively. Three of 
these are offered at Midsummer and three at Christmas : they 
are tenable for one year at the School. (2.) Tenable after leav- 
ing the School, — Three Scholarships at Corpus Christi College, 
Cambridge, of the annual value of from 18/. to 24/. a year, 
tenable for three years, with rooms rent free. Provision is 
made out of the endowment for three Exhibitions of 60/. a year, 
" each tenable for three years after leaving the School, to be 
awarded to the . boy acquitting himself best at the Annual 
Examination in June, who shall be proceeding to one of the 
Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, Durham, London, or Dublin, 
or to any Theological, Naval, Military, Engineering, Mining, or 
Agricultural College, approved of by the Gt)vemors, and who 
shall be duly qualified by general conduct to enjoy the same." 
One of these Exhibitions is awarded annually. 

In addition to the above, there are three Subscription Scholar- 
ships, one of which is awarded annually. The value of these 
Scholarships is variable, but averages from 30/. to 60/. a year : 
they are tenable for three years at any University. 

No boy is qualified to become a Candidate for a Foundation 
Exhibition who has not been a resident member of the School 
for three years. 



HIGHGATE SCHOOL. 

Historical Summary.— The Free Grammar School at High- 
gate was founded in 1662 by Sir Eoger Cholmeley, Knight, at 
the time Lord Chief Justice. Letters Patent confirming the 
School establishment were granted by Queen Elizabeth, the 
Education accorded being principally designed for the sons of 
poor inhabitants of Highgate and the neighbouring hamlets.

The School Instruction. — For purposes of instruction the 
School is divided into three branches, the Classical, the Modem, 
and the Junior.

Subjects: Latin, French, German, 
Divinity, English History, Geography, Precis Writing and 
Dictation, Arithmetic, Mathematics, Physical Science, Drawing. 
The Junior Branch includes the two lower Forms, and the course 
of instruction provides a sound elementary knowledge of Scrip- 
ture History, Latin, Arithmetic, French, and the rudiments of 
Greek, special attention being given to Wnting, Dictation, 
Geography, and English Reading. 
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The School System. — ^The boys attending the School are Day- 
boys and Boarders. The former live with their " parents or 
guardians ;" the latter are lodged and boarded in certain of the 
Master's Houses. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public.— None; bat 

there are at present 40 Scholarships for Day Pnpils of 8^. a year, 
open to residents in Highgate, Hampstead, Hornsey, Holloway, 
Kentish Town, Finchley, Islington, &c. ; three Gladstone 
Scholarships of 26?. per annnm, open to boys under 15, and 
tenable by them as Boarders at the School for four years ; and 
certain " Boarding-house Scholarships," tenable with above, 
value 76?. to 40?., annually open to competition. 

Qualifications for Adimission to the School. — Boys are 

not admitted to the School under 8 years of age, and a certifi- 
cate of good conduct is required, before admission, from every 
boy who has been at any other school, or with a private tutor. 

Mode of Admission. — All applications for admission must be 
made to the Head Master. 

Board and Lodging. — Boarders attending the School must 
live in one of the Boarding-houses licensed by the Governing 
Body.

BEDFORD GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 

Historical Summaxy. — It is unnecessary to allude to the 
history of this School further than to say, that it is one of the 
sixteen Grammar Schools licensed by Letters Patent of King 
Edward YI., 1552. It was endowed by Sir William Harpur, 
1566. The School numbers at present over 300 boys, and has 
lately been reconstituted under a new scheme approved by the 
Endowed Schools Commissioners.

The School Instmction.—The subjects taught in the 
School are English, Latin, Greek, Mathematics, and Natural

for religious instruction. A Junior Department has been esta- 
bliahed for hoja under 13 years of age and over 8, 
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The School System. — The boys attending Bedford Gram- 
mar School are Boarders and Day-boys. The former are 
lodged and boarded in Boarding-houses, under care of the Head 
Master and other Masters. The latter must reside with their 
parents (or grandparents or legal guardians) ; residence must 
be bond fide and continuous during term time, but it may be in 
lodgings, and is not confined to the town. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— None. 
Qualifications for Admission to the School.— Boys are 

recommended to enter the School the next term after their 
8th birthday. Except by special permission of the Head 
Master, a boy may not remain in the Junior Department after 
the end of the term in which he shall be 15 years of age, nor in 
the Lower Fourth after the age of 16 J, the Upper Fourth after 
the age of 16, the Lower Fifth after the age of 17, the Upper 
Fifth after the age of 18, and the Sixth after the age of 19. 

Mode of Admission. — By examination. Boys of 8 years 
of age will be examined in Beading, Writing, the First Four 
Bules of Arithmetic, and Outlines of Geography of England. 
Boys under 10 will not be examined in Latin. Boys above 10 
will be expected to show sufficient proficiency to enter the Form, 
the average age of which is nearest their own age. Special 
proficiency in Mathematics or in English will compensate for 
some deficiency in Classics. 

Board and Lodging. — The terms for Boarders are 70 
guineas per annum, under 13; above that age, 76 guineas. 
These terms include Tuition and School Fees, "Washing, &c. 
Entrance Fee, 2^ One term's notice must be given before 
withdrawal. The Scheme requires that all payments shall be 
made in advance. 

Boarding-House Masters. — The Boarding-houses are small, 
taking only 16 or 20 boys. The Masters under whose care they 
are, are the Head Master, James Pierce, Esq., M.A., and W. 
E. Bolland, M.A. 

The School Expenses. — Boys residing with their parents 
(or grandparents or legal guardians) in Bedford receive the full 
School Education for terminal payments of 21, 10s, for boys 
under 13, and 3 guineas over 13 (7/. 10«. and 9/. 9«. per annum). 
Entrance Fee, 2L Parents must apply to the Clerk to tha 
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Harpur Schools, Bedford, and prove their residence and produce 
certificates of their son's vaccination and date of birth. The 
School expenses of Boarders are included in the charges given 
above in " Board and Lodging." 

Scholarships and Exhibitions. — (1.) Tenable at the School. 

— ^None. (2.) Tenable after leaving the School. — There are two 
Exhibitions annually, of the value of 70^. and 60^. per annum 
respectively, for four years, tenable at any University or any such 
other place of liberal or professional education approved by the 
Governors. All boys are eligible who have been at the School 
for the two years preceding the election. 

The Holidays. — The Holidays at Christmas are four weeks 
and a half, commencing as near Christmas Day as possible; 
at Midsummer, seven weeks and a half, about the end of July ; 
at Easter, two weeks, about the middle of April. 



QUEEN ELIZABETH'S SCHOOL, 

IPSWICH. 

Historical Smnmary. — This is another among the mul- 
titude of Grammar Schools founded in the 16th century for 
the Education of boys in the neighbourhood of the town where 
the Grammar School was placed. Queen Elizabeth's School at 
Ipswich was founded by Letters Patent of Queen Elizabeth, 
1566, confirming a previous Foundation of Henry YIII. The 
School Commissioners describe it as standing on a healthy 
eminence in the outskirts of the town, of imposing appearance, 
and airy and well adapted for its purpose. 

The Ooveming Body. — The Mayor of Ipswich for the 
time being, and a Committee of the Town Council, changing 
every year.

The School Instruction. — The design of the School " is 
to impart the highest liberal education, not limited to any 
special or professional purpose, but according to the system of 
Public Schools, with the introduction of Modem Subjects as 
regular, not extra, parts of the ordinary School work." 

The School System. — The boys attending the. School are 
Boarders and Day-boys. The former are lodged and boarded 
in the School House with the Head Master; the latter live 
with their parents or guardians. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Ptiblic.— None. 
Qualifications for Admission to the School.— Boys are 

admitted between the ages of 10 and 15. 
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Mode of Admission. — By preliminary examination. 

Board and Lodgfing. — Boarders are received in the School 
Honse at the charge of 25/. per term (75/. per annum), inclnsive 
of the Tuition Fees and Washing and other expenses not strictly 
personal. All accounts are payable terminally ; Tuition Fees in 
advance. 

School Expenses. — The Fees for Tuition vary from six to 
^^Q guineas per term (18 to 15 guineas per annum), according 
to the class in which a boy may be placed. There is an entrance 
fee of 2 guineas. Additional instruction is provided for such 
boys as require it, the charges for which are payable to the 
respective Masters : — Private Tuition, 3/. 10*. per term ; Instru- 
mental Music, 2/. hs. per term; Drawing, \l. 8*. per term.

— Two " Pemberton " Scholarships, valuable 20/. per annum, 
tenable during residence at School, open to competition for all 
boys at the School between the ages of 14 and 16. (2) Tenable 
after leaving the School. — The " Albert " Scholarship, being the 
interest of a fund of upwards of 1050/. (Three per Cent. Consols), 
raised in 1862 to commemorate the laying of the foundation- 
stone of the New School Buildings by the late Prince Consort 
in 1851, tenable for one year at any College or Hall in Oxford 
or Cambridge ; Martin's Exhibition, value 25/. per annum, for 
Scholars proceeding to the University of Cambridge, tenable 
for one year (it is expected that this Scholarship will in a short 
time be considerably augmented from the proceeds of the Martin 
Estate) ; the " Pemberton " Exhibition, value 50/. per annum, 
tenable for three years at any one of the Universities in England ; 
and the " Ford " Exhibition, of 25/. a year, at Trinity College,

Holidays. — ^These are : five weeks at Christmas, followed by a 
term of 12 weeks ; three weeks at Eastertide, followed by a 
term of 12 or 13 weeks ; seven weeks in Summer, followed by a 
term of 12 or 13 weeks.

GREAT BERKHAMSTED SCHOOL. 

KNOWN AS KING EDWAED THE SIXTH'S SCHOOL. 

\_Grreat BerJchamsted is a Station on the London and North' 
Western Railway y 28 miles from Euston Squared} 

Historical Stinmiary.— The Free Grammar School at Berk- 
hamsted appears to have had its origin as early as. the 15th of 
King Henry the Eighth's reign, when it was agreed by the in- 
habitants of the town that the lands of the " President, Warden, 
and Brethren of the Hospital or Fraternity of St. John the 
Baptist, should be employed towards the erection and endow- 
ment of a Free Grammar School for the education of children." 
Letters Patent of the 14th of October, 1642, were procured from 
the King, authorizing a scheme for utilizing the income arising 
from such lauds for the establishment of the School for the free 
teaching of children not exceediug 144. It may be mentioned 
that the School is at present in a transition state. A revised 
scheme of the Endowed Schools' Commissioners for the manage- 
ment and greater efficiency of the School will shortly become 
law.

The School System. — ^The School is a Boarding School. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— None. " New 

Scholarships" (in the School) " will probably be established by 
a Scheme which is expected to .pass into law before long, and 
the present Exhibitions" (from the School) "will be increased 
in value." 

Qualifications for Admission to the School.— All boys ad- 
mitted to the School must not be less than 8 or more than 15 
years of age at the time when their names are brought before 
the Governors for admission. Testimonials of good conduct are 
required on the admission of all boys of 12 years of age and 
upwards. 

Mode of Admission. — ^By preliminary examination. Candi- 
dates must be able to read and write, and also be acquainted 
with the First Four Rules of Arithmetic, simple and com- 
pound. 

Board and Lodgfing. — New Houses have been erected at a 
considerable cost, in every way adapted to the accommodation of a 
large number of Boarders. The entire premises are also being 
rendered suitable to the requirements of a Public School. A 
separate Laundry for the exclusive use of the School, and a 
Sanatorium for the reception of all cases of infection, have 
recently been added. 

The School Expenses. — Forty-two pounds per annum (14/. 
per term) to be paid proportionally each term in advance. For 
two or more brothers, 40/. per annum each, in advance. Washing, 
1/. per term. Entrance Fee for Plate and Linen, 2/. 2«. each boy. 
Medical Fee, which includes Medical Attendance and Medicine, 
1/. 1*. per annum (7*. per term). The only necessary extras are 
payments out of pocket, such as for weekly allowances, clothes. 
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Books, &c. " The total cost of a boy need not amount to 50 
guineas per annnm." 

There are certain " optional subjects" charged extra for, such 
as Drawing, Music, Singing, Drilling, Chemistry, &c. 

Scholarships and Exhibitions.— (1.) Tenable at the School,-^ 

In course of being founded under a Scheme shortly to be pub- 
lished. (2.) Tenable after leaving the School. — Four Exhibitions 
have recently been established, two by the late Earl Brownlow 
(who presented the School with 4000^. for the purpose), and two 
by the Grovemors. They are each of the value of 60^. per annum, 
and each tenable for four years, " at any College, Hospital, or 
Institution approved by the Visitor." These Exhibitions are 
open to all Scholars who shall have been not less than three years 
in the School, and are available to Military, Engineering, Medi- 
cal, and other professional Students, as well as to those pro- 
ceeding to the Universities. A copy of the Bye-Laws for the 
regulation of the Exhibitions can be obtained upon application 
to the Head Master. These Exhibitions are to be increased in 
value. 

Holidays. — ^A fortnight at Easter ; six weeks in the summer ; 
and five weeks at Christmas. 



KING EDWARD'S SCHOOL,

Historical Sanunaxy. — This School owes its foundation to 
King Edward the Sixth, who, in 1552, granted the lands of the 
Guild of the Holy Cross, which had fallen to the Crown on the 
Dissolution of Religious Houses, to certain inhabitants of Bir- 
mingham for the support of a Free Grammar School for the 
education of boys and youths in Grammar for ever. It may be 
stated that a new Scheme for the management of the School is 
now in preparation.

— The ordinary course of instruction 
includes, in the Lower Division of the School, Religious Know- 
ledge, Latin, French, Geography, English History, and Grammar, 
Drawing, Physics, Book-keeping, Reading, Writing, and Arith- 
metic ; in the Upper Division, the same subjects with the addition 
of Greek, German, and Mathematics, several being optional. The 
Grammars used are the Public School Latin Primer, Words- 
worth's Greek, Morrell's English, Havet's French, and Tiack's 
German Grammars. 

The School System. — The School consists of an Upper and a 
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Lower Division, boys being promoted from the Lower Division 
as they become qualified to commence the stndy of subjects 
taught only in the Upper. The ages of the boys in the Upper 
School range generally between 12 and 18 ; in the Lower School 
between 8 and 14. There are no limitations with regard to the 
residence of parents. Boarders are lodged in " the Dormitory," 
which consists of three large and airy chambers, divided into 
cubicles, to contain one occupant each. Boarders take their 
meals in the common room with the Head Master and his 
family. 

The building, which contains the Head Master's house, school- 
rooms, dormitory, &c., under one roof, is situated on a rising 
ground immediately outside the town, with a good playground 
of about an acre adjoining. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— None. 

Qualifications for Admission to the School.—Boys are 
required by the regulations to be at least 7 years of age and able 
to read.

The School Instruction.— Divinity; the Greek, Latin, French, 
and English languages ; Mathematics and Arithmetic ; Natural 
Science, History, Geography, and Writing, are the subjects of 
regular instruction in the School. German is taught as a part 
of the regular course in the Sixth Form. A boy may, at the 
request of bis parents or guardian, substitute extra instruction 
in Mathematics, and in either German or Chemistry, for the 
study of Greek ; but in that case he may not remain in tbe 
School beyond the end of the term in which he attains his 17th 
birthday. 

The School System. — ^Boys attending the School are Boarders 
and Day-boys, and are either King's Scholars, so-called, or 
Commoners. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Public— There are 
60 Bang's Scholars on the Foundation, divided into 25 Proba- 
tioners, 16 Junior, and 10 Senior Scholars. 

The Election of Probationers and Junior Scholars takes place 
twice a year, in November and July. Boys whether in the 
School or not are eligible as Candidates. The Dean and Chap* 
ter of Canterbury elect solely by examination. There is no 
restriction as to place of birth or residence. 

Candidates for " Junior Scholarships " are examined in the 
following subjects : Arithmetic, up to Decimal Fractions ; Greek 
and Latin Grammar ; Translation from English into Latin, and 
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from unprepared passages of Latin into English ; bat Candi- 
dates by giving notice a week before the Examination, may be 
examined in Euclid (Books I. — III.) and Algebra as far as 
Quadratic Equations (inclusive), instead of the Translation from 
English into Latin, and from unprepared passages of Latin into 
English. 

Candidates for " Probationerships " are examined in Arith- 
metic up to Beduction, Latin Grammar, Geography, and English 
History. 

Candidates for Junior Scholarships and Probationerships 
must be between the 9th and 16th birthday. 

Tenure and Privileges. — Probationers are elected for two 
years, and receive 10/. 4*. 8<!?. annually. Junior Scholars receive 
15/. 15*. per annum for five years ; or till they shall within that 
period have been elected Senior Scholars, when they receive 30/. 
per annum. 

School Expenses of Foundationers. — Subject to the above 

reductions the obligatory School Fees are 15/. lbs. per annum. 
Boarders pay the ordinary charges for Board and Lodging, 
which are, in the Head Master's house, 50 guineas per annum.

The School Instrnction. — The subjects of study in the School 
are Divinity, Ancient and Modem History, Geography, Greek, 
Latin, English, French, German, Drawing, Mathematics, Che 
mistry, and Geology. 

The School System. — ^The School is a Boarding and Day- 
School. Its object is to provide a Classical, Mathematical, and 
General Education of the highest order on moderate terms, with 
sound religious instruction in general accordance with the prin- 
ciples of the Church of England. There are three Departments : 
Classical, Modem, and Junior. In the Classical Department 
boys are prepared for the Universities ; in the Modem, more 
particularly for the Army and Civil Service Examinations, Ac, 
&c. ; German being substituted in the latter department for 
Greek, and more time being devoted to the study of English 
subjects — French, Mathematics, Drawing, and Physical Science. 

Foundation Benefits open to the Pnblic— None to 
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the public at large ; but 12 Foundation Scholarships are open 
to residents in Bromsgrove and the immediate neighbourhood. 
These Scholarships entitle their holders to receive instruction 
in the principal subjects taught in the School, as Day-boys, at 
the annual cost of 6/. The election takes place annually in 
July, after a competitiye examination. 

Mode of Admission to the School. — By application to the 

Head Master. 

QtialificatioiLS for Admission.— No boy is admitted to the 

School without a certificate of good conduct from his late master 
or tutor, and no boy can remain at the School after the age of 
18 years, except by the permission of the Head Master. 

Board and Lodging. — Boarders are received in the Head 
Master's House ; all its arrangements being under his personal 
control. 

The School Expenses. — Boarders : Entrance Fee, 3 guineas ;

As a rule there is at least one vacancy every 
year. None, however, are awarded unless the candidates dis- 
play sufficient merit to hold out hopes of their obtaining at least 
a creditable class in the Honours' Schools.
